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Supervisor Migden's life partner now supervising O.J. 

Bay Area Lesbian Atterney 
Jeins Simpsen Defense Team

The glare of international 
media attention on the O.J. 
Simpson murder trial may soon 
catapult Oakland-based openly 
lesbian criminal defense attorney 
Christina Arguedas into the ranks 
of legal superstardom. 

Arguedas, already considered 
one of the top five criminal 
defense lawyers in the United 
States, has reportedly joined 
Simpson’s controversial “Dream 
Team” of defense attorneys. A 
graduate of the Rutgers University 
School of Law, Arguedas’s specif¬ 
ic charge is to prepare Simpson 
for cross-examination by the pros¬ 
ecution if he decides to take the 
stand and testify in his own 
defense. 

Arguedas, 41, recently cele¬ 
brated her tenth anniversary with 
her longtime lover and life part¬ 


ner, San Francisco supervisor and 
state assembly candidate Carole 
Migden. 

Neither Arguedas nor Migden 
would comment on the develop¬ 
ment, but Arguedas’s friends and 
colleagues weren’t so mum. 

“I’ve known Chris for 20 years 
and I know her well. She tries a lot 
of high profile cases and tries 
them successfully,” said openly 
gay attorney Tom Steel of Steel, 
Clarence and Buckley. “She’s not 
only one of the leading lesbian 
criminal defense attorneys in the 
United States, she’s one of the 
best. Period.” 

*Gay people are so 
mainstream’ 

Attorney Walter Parsley of 
Martinez and Parsley, a San Mateo 
law firm, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the fact that 
Arguedas’s lesbian sexual orienta¬ 


tion has not been a major factor in 
news reports about her connection 
with the Simpson defense team is 
“a hopeful sign” for the lesbian 
and gay community. 

“What’s really significant from 
a lesbian and gay point of view is 
how unremarkable it is anymore 
that gay people are so mainstream. 
She was hired because she’s a fine 
lawyer. The fact that she is a les¬ 
bian is incidental; it’s a good 
sign,” Parsley said. 

San Francisco-based lesbian 
attorney Amanda Ebey agreed. 

“It’s really very exciting. I 
think it shows how well we are all 
doing,” she said. “We only 
became legal beings with the 
dawn of the ’70s. 

“Until then lesbian and gay 
people were considered crimi¬ 
nals,” Ebey said.

KPFA-FM drops 
gay program 
after two 
decades

After 21 years as a gay radio pro¬ 
gram on the East Bay station KPFA- 
FM, Fruit Punch went off the air 
yesterday, Wednesday, July 26. 

''Fruit Punch represented the 
thrust of the gay movement in the 
early ’70s, a time in America 
when a lot of gay media got start¬ 
ed,” Executive Producer David 
Lamble told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Paradoxically, it’s less 
friendly now. Harder to find an 


audience, harder to find support.” 

Station Program Director 
Ginny Z. Berson confirmed the 
cancellation to the B.A.R. and said, 
"Fruit Punch is not alone. We are 


doing a major schedule change 
August 1.” 

Lamble said he believed the 
station management was “getting

Cal Gay Activists 
Meet In L.A. 

To Discuss Strategy

About 30 elected officials and 
representatives from California 
lesbian and gay political organiza¬ 
tions met informally at the 
Sheraton Hotel near LAX to dis¬ 
cuss political strategy for next 
year’s elections on Saturday, July 
22. The day-long meeting focused 
on three major topics: state and 
Congressional races, the Clinton 
re-election effort, and Affirmative 
Action. 

“This was a meeting primarily 
of fundraisers and political action 
committees,” civil rights attorney 
John Duran, one of the meeting’s 
conveners, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “But I’m required to tell 
you that it was not a broad-based 
spectrum of community organiza¬ 
tions.” 

In other words, the Log Cabin 
Republican Club was not invited 
to attend. 

However, Duran said, the strat¬ 
egy session was geared towards 
identifying pro-gay candidates for 
Congress and the California 


Legislature - where “we didn’t 
get one Republican vote on any of 
our bills” this session. 

Duran acknowledged that the 
issues under discussion were 
“very partisan” - such as the re- 
election of President Clinton - 
even though most of the PACs 
represented are officially non-par¬ 
tisan. He said the group came for 
a free-wheeling, inWmation- 
sharing, and preliminary strategy 
session in anticipation of upcom¬ 
ing, election-year hard-ball poli¬ 
tics. Groups represented include: 
The Alliance from San Francisco, 
ANGLE, LA’s Stonewall 
Democratic Club, San Diego’s 
Democratic Club, LIFE Lobby, 
the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, the Geffen Foundation, and 
openly gay elected officials 
including Assemblymember 
Sheila James Kuehl, West 
Hollywood City Councilmember 
Steve Martin and school board 
members Jeff Horton and Zeke 
Zeidler. 

Not surprisingly, there was no

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More money, more recipients

Weekend strollers proved again that San Francisco 
is the city with a heart, by helping raise more money 
than ever with the ninth annual AIDS Walk San 
Francisco on Sunday, July 16. 

The money raised, a total of $3 million, beats last 
year’s record of $2.8 million and goes against the 
nationwide trend of declining revenues raised by 
AIDS Walks. “We were really braced for the worst,” 
said Derek Gordon, communications director at the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation. “Most AIDS Walks 
peaked out a few years ago; people are losing their 
interest in AIDS in record numbers.” Gordon added 
that this year’s AIDS Walks in New York City, Seattle, 
and Boston raised less money than last year, while the 
Los Angeles event only managed to raise the same 
amount as last year. 

But where does the money trail lead? Of that $3 
million collected by San Francisco walkers, approxi¬ 
mately half will go to the AIDS Foundation itself, the 
organization that owns the legal rights to the city’s 
AIDS Walk, and the other half will go to 30 different 
Bay Area AIDS organizations. A flat fee of $95,000 
will go to Miller, Zeichik and Associates, the compa¬ 
ny that produces the San Francisco AIDS Walk as well 
as the AIDS Walks in New York and L.A. 

AIDS organizations in San Francisco, Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Marin, and San Mateo counties will 
benefit from money collected from the event; this year 
ten out of the 30 AIDS Walk grant recipients are based 
outside San Francisco. 

Grants are limited to $100,000, and are not allowed 
to comprise over 40 percent of the agency’s annual 
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Walk Roberta Walk! Mayoral candidate Roberta 
Achtenberg and her son were among the 20,000 
AIDS Walk San Francisco participants. 


budget. This year, the total number of grant recipients 
is up from last year’s total of 22. 

Still, even though AIDS Walk volunteers are rais¬ 
ing more money than ever, the competition for AIDS 
Walk grants is fierce. Some even say it seems unfair: 
Yolanda Lewis, who has volunteered for the AIDS 
Walk since 1990, is also on the Board of Directors for 
the Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center, an organiza¬ 
tion that has had AIDS Walk grant requests denied 
every year since 1993. Lewis said, “It’s the AIDS 
Foundation’s fundraiser and they’re kind enough to 
let others share the wealth. [But] it appears that cer¬ 
tain agencies have ‘most-favored nation’ status; the 
same agencies get picked year after year.

Gay College Board Members 
Launch a Military Offensive 

Katz, Wong take aim at scholarships we can't have

A resolution to be introduced today, Thursday, July 
27, by openly gay San Francisco Community College 
District Board Member Lawrence Wong would 
impose a sort of “don’t ask, don’t tell” gag order on 
the same U.S. military that invented the phrase. But in 
an ironic twist, it would be military recruiters, not 
gays, who would be forbidden to make themselves 
known on campus. 

The resolution, jointly authored by lesbian board 
member Leslie Katz and Wong, would ban the pub¬ 
lication of announcements of military scholarships 
- for which gay and lesbian students are disquali¬ 
fied, of course - on San Francisco Community 
College District stationery or in official college 
publications. 

The announcements would not even be allowed on 
bulletin boards - electronic or stationary. 

Wong told the B.A.R. earlier this week that he con¬ 
sidered the resolution’s chances of passing only 
“50/50,” and observed that less than a month ago the 
San Francisco School Board defeated a resolution that 
would have eliminated Junior Reserve Officer’s 
Training Corps (ROTC) in public schools here. On the 
other hand, a usually well-informed source close to 
the situation predicted the resolution was likely to 
pass, as he saw it as an extension of current policy and 
it already has three sponsors; board member Rodel 
Rodis also signed the resolution as “recommended for 
adoption.” 


Board Member Robert (Bob) Varney has in the 
past favored a policy allowing dissemination of mili¬ 
tary scholarship information because, he said, stu¬ 
dents would be penalized by the new policy. 

In 1992 the San Francisco Community College 
District Board of Trustees passed a resolution banning 
all recruitment into the mili¬ 
tary on district property 
because of the discriminato¬ 
ry policies. The new resolu¬ 
tion says the publication of 
military scholarships is a 
violation of the district’s ban 
on military recruiting on dis¬ 
trict property, and students 
interested in military schol¬ 
arships should visit a U. S. 
milit^ recruiting office for 
information. 

The meeting will begin at 
6 p.m. tonight, and the reso¬ 
lution will be heard at about 
8 p.m., according to Steve 
Kech, public relations officer 
at City College. The meeting will be held in the facul¬ 
ty dining room - otherwise known as the Pierre Coste 
Room - in Smith Hall on the main campus, located at 
50 Phelan Avenue at Ocean Avenue. People attending 
can take BART and get off at Balboa Park Station. 

“It’s important for the community to come out and 
speak to support our resolution,” Wong said. T

Coroner: Heart Disease, 

Not Mugging, Killed McNulty

Yellow Cab dispatcher Mike McNulty, a 49-year- 
old gay San Franciscan who died in May under cir¬ 
cumstances that his friends considered questionable, 
died of heart disease. That is the conclusion reached 
by the office of the San Francisco Medical Examiner, 
spokesperson Herb Hawley told the Bay Area 
Reporter Friday, July 14. 

After co-workers found McNulty’s body in his 
apartment May 30, friends contacted the B.A.R. to say 
they believed he may have suffered a fatal injury 
when he was robbed and beaten two weeks earlier. 

On the night of May 17, they alleged, someone 


assaulted McNulty after he left a Polk Street bar at 
closing time and headed home to 1112 Larkin Street. 
Shortly thereafter, police records indicate, a caller to 
911 reported an assault in progress near Sutter and 
Larkin, but police who arrived at the scene were 
unable to find the victim or his assailant. 

McNulty sought treatment for facial cuts and a 
fractured rib at Kaiser Hospital and was released. 

The pathologist determined he died as a result of 
heart disease, and not from those injuries, so no mur¬ 
der charge will be filed. The two-month delay in 
reaching that conclusion was due to the office’s criti¬ 
cal personnel shortage and a wait for lab studies, 
Hawley said. ▼

San Francisco Muni bus dri¬ 
vers and operators will receive 
lesbian and gay awareness and 
sensitivity training, according to 
an agreement reached this week 
between Muni General Manager 
Phil Adams and Transportation 
Workers Union head Joseph 
Barnes. 

The joint labor-management 
action was announced on Tuesday, 
July 25 by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, who played a key role 
in the agreement. 

“Both labor and management 
agree that there is no place for 
anti-gay prejudice or unprofes¬ 
sional conduct by Muni employ¬ 
ees,” Ammiano said in a state¬ 
ment. “We have one of the 
nation’s best and most compre¬ 
hensive public transit systems, 
and how its employees treat the 
public has significant impact in 
ridership.” 

Ammiano called for die train¬ 
ing after increasing complaints to 
his office about anti-gay and les¬ 
bian incidents involving Muni 
operators and bus drivers. 

Among frequent complaints 
from Muni patrons are the failure 
of bus operators to intervene in

anti-gay attacks on patrons riding 
the system, according to 
Ammiano, and even some anti¬ 
gay assaults on patrons perpetrat¬ 
ed by Muni operators. Other com¬ 
plaints concern the harassment of 
gay people with disabilities 
including AIDS, who use discount 
disabled Muni Fast Passes. 

Some riders with AIDS or 
other disabilities complain that 
they are routinely harassed or 
ridiculed by abusive Muni station 
agents or bus operators, who 
require them to display photo 
identification to use their disabled 
pass upon entering stations, even 
if they may be obviously disabled 
or, if the disability is hidden, they 
use the route so frequently that the 
agent already knows their pass is 
legitimate. 

With a caseload that is 65 per¬ 
cent gay men with HIV/AIDS, the 
proposed Muni sensitivity training 
initiated by Ammiano’s office is 
“critical and essential to the well¬ 
being of most of our clients,” 
according to AIDS Foundation 
spokesman Derek Gordon. 

“The vast majority of our 
clients are Muni-bound, and sensi¬ 
tivity training of any kind at Muni 
is particularly important. In San 
Francisco, you either have a car or 
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• Insurance Claims 
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you rely on Municipal Railway,” 
Gordon said. 

According to Ammiano, union 
leaders. Muni managers and les¬ 
bian and gay staffers are “eager to 
try new ways” to end the commu¬ 
nity relations difficulties between 
some Muni workers and patrons. 

‘This first-of-its-kind lesbian 
and gay sensitivity training pro¬ 
gram should make a significant 
improvement in relations between 
Muni employees and lesbian and 
gay San Franciscans,” Ammiano 
said.

In 1990, 16 gay men were 
arrested and subsequently con¬ 
victed of assault, for engaging in 
private consensual S/M in Great 
Britain. This Sunday, July 30, 
hundreds of Bay Area residents 
are expected to attend a fundraiser 
to help those men, now called the 
Spanner Defendants, with their 
latest appeal. 

Police who made the Spanner 
arrests acknowledged that no one 
was injured or needed medical 
attention; some of the “assaults” 
were simply body piercing, and 
the “bottoms” were convicted of 
abetting their own assaults. And 
although the case has internation¬ 
al ramifications, has gone all the 
way to the august House of Lords 
in Great Britain, and was accepted 
by the European Court of Human 
Rights, press attention to the 
plight of the defendants has been 
virtually nonexistent. 

According to organizers of 
SpannerMart2, the Bay Area event 
to raise money for the defense, 
national gay magazines find the 
case “too hot to handle.” Peter 
Fiske, vice chairman of the Bay 
Area’s 15 Association and organiz¬ 
er of the benefit, told the Bay Area 
Reporter he thinks the news 
blackout is due to the S/M aspects 
of the story. 

Fiske is especially frustrated 
and concerned, he said, because 
the criminalization of private con¬ 
sensual behavior potentially 
affects everyone. “All of our 
human rights are affected,” he 
warned. Even here in California 
charges have been brought against 
people engaging in private consen¬ 
sual S/M, Fiske said, although 
they have all been dropped - so 
far. 

Only three of the original 16 
Spanner Defendants have taken 
up the appeal to the European 
Court. “Those arrested were most¬ 
ly HIV-positive gay men,” Fiske 
explained, “a lot of whom have 
died”; others quit the suit after the

House of Lords upheld the con¬ 
victions on a 3-2 vote. Their legal 
expenses are estimated at 
$160,000, about half of which has 
been raised through fundraisers 
around the world so far. 

Approximately $35,000 has 
been raised in the United States, 
$9,335 of which was collected at 
last year’s San Francisco 
SpannerMart. Some 650 people 
attended that event at the 
Women’s Building.

The fraternal organization has 
changed its policy at the behest of 
the California Department of 
Insurance, to permit members to 
name their “life partner, life com¬ 
panion,” or “significant other” as 
beneficiaries, as long as the part¬ 
ner resides in the member’s 
household and the member is 
financially or emotionally depen¬ 
dent on the individual. 

Burger told the B.A.R., “In 
June 1994, during an annual 
review with my insurance agent, I 
decided I wanted to change my 
beneficiaries to include Tim and 
my nieces and nephews.” 
However, his choice of Jellison 
was rejected by the company, 
which said it limited the choice of 
beneficiaries to persons related 
by blood or marriage. 

According to Burger’s attor¬ 
ney Stephen Young, California 
insurers have been prohibited 
since 1991 from imposing such 
restrictions, but such codes do 
not expressly apply to non-profit 
fraternal benefit societies that are 
partly governed by federal tax 
codes. Internal Revenue Service 
regulations require a dependent 
relationship between members 
and their beneficiaries. Young 
said. 

“This is a major precedent. 
Fraternal societies have been hid¬ 
ing behind the tax code, arguing 
that federal regulation required 
them to discriminate,” Young 
said in a statement. “AAL’s 
action proves that the IRS rules 
do not require the narrow defini¬ 
tion of beneficiary that most of 
the fraternal societies have 
imposed.” 

According to Young, AAL 
argued that beneficiaries had to 
have “an insurable interest,” and

SF Man Successfully Challenges 
Anti-Gay Insurance Discrimination

One of the largest fraternal 
benefit societies in the country 
has agreed to change an anti-gay 
insurance practice, in response to 
a San Francisco gay man’s com¬ 
plaint to the California State 
Department of Insurance. 

Aid Association for Lutherans 
(AAL) adopted new rules in June 
that permit its members to desig¬ 
nate their gay spouses and part¬ 
ners as insurance beneficiaries, 
after San Franciscan Grant 
Burger complained the company 
would not let him list his life 
partner Tim Jellison as a benefi¬ 
ciary on a policy purchased 
through AAL. 


that the practice was developed to 
prevent organized crime rings 
from taking out life insurance 
policies on unrelated people and 
then murdering them. 

The life insurance policy was 
purchased for Burger by his par¬ 
ents when he was a small child 
growing up in Alta, Iowa. 

“My parents made payments 
on the policy when I was a child 
up to a certain age, then I got the 
policy,” Burger said. 

Burger told the Bay Area 
Reporter he is pleased the frater¬ 
nal benefit society has “finally 
come out of the dark ages” and 
stopped the discriminatory prac¬ 
tice. 

“This is not just a victory for 
gay people - although it is. It’s 
also a victory for a lot of unmar¬ 
ried folks who live and have a life 
together,” Burger said. 

Burger said that when he ini¬ 
tially called AAL officials to 
complain about the anti-gay prac¬ 


tice, he could tell that representa¬ 
tives had heard similar consumer 
protests before. 

“You could tell by the way 
they spoke with me that they’d 
given the same response many, 
many times. No one had pressed 
them on the issue until now,” he 
said. 

The change in policy means 
that others in situations similar to 
Burger’s won’t have to resort to 
the convoluted procedure of des¬ 
ignating their estate as beneficia¬ 
ry to such a policy, and then leav¬ 
ing instructions in their will nam¬ 
ing their lover or life partner as 
recipient of those estate assets. 

Burger said that one of the rea¬ 
sons the fraternal association 
moved so quickly on the discrim¬ 
ination complaint was because of 
pending state legislation that 
would also allow such non-profit 
groups to sell lucrative annuities 
and other financial packages to 
members. ▼

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Ignoring Isn't Bliss 


I t’s hard to tell which will look most ridiculous from the perspective 
of future generations: the O.J. Simpson trial, the Waco pseudo-hear¬ 
ings now going on in Congress, or the Whitewater kangaroo court set 
up down the hall from the Waco charade. In any case, it’s obvious that 
historians are going to look back at 1995 and wonder, “What the hell was 
going on there?" 

From our vantage point, the spectacle of the Republicans sitting on 
those Waco and Whitewater panels, grasping at straws with which they 
hope to swat the current administration, is both sillier and more sickening 
than the Simpson case. The duly-elected goons offering aid and comfort to 
David Koresh’s attorneys are so obviously anxious for something - any¬ 
thing - to use against Clinton it’s easy to imagine them calling Rosa Lopez 
to the stand, just to hear if she has anything ugly to add to what’s been said 
about Janet Reno. 

On the other hand, the GOP might want to call Mark Fuhrman, if only 
to get to know him better. If he is half the racist he has been painted - no, 
make that twice the racist - he could have a career as a professional 
Republican policymaker. 

The benefits of racism are, it would seem, still somewhat debatable in 
this country. But only barely. If presidential candidate Pete Wilson man¬ 
ages to build anti-Affirmative Action enthusiasm, and to ride it as he did 
the recent anti-immigrant tide, he may make it to the White House and 
silence the debate. If his blatant racism gains supporters, it’ll be time to 
admit to American children that the country never seriously meant that 
stuff we said in the ’60s. (Honesty is the very least we can offer them, and 
the GOP seems extremely comfortable offering the very least it can.) 

It was inspiring to see Senator Bill Bradley on television responding to 
Wilson’s ugly grab for attention, and responding as a liberal Democrat. 
(It’s a lost art; he. Senators Barbara Boxer and Paul Wellstone, and Barbra 
Streisand are the only three public figures who still know how to sound 
like that.) Speaking calmly and carefully, Bradley questioned Wilson’s 
judgment in stirring up racial conflict. His solemnity was a welcome 
change from the Gingrich circus and Ramboesque posturing of the power- 
mad right, and might even have reminded a person or two that race battles 
have real victims. 

If the situation worsens (as we suspect it might) it could dwarf the 
Rodney King riots. And if it does, it is important to remember the disease 
of racism was spread by “deliberate, disgusting, revolting behavior’’: 
Republican presidential campaigning. 

There are economic factors to consider, as well. (That always perks up 
the elephant’s ears.) National sports teams effectively made a point about 
the economic consequences of bigotry by boycotting the state of Arizona 
when it flip-flopped about Martin Luther King, Jr. Day. We expect to catch 
some hell for saying this, but those teams and athletes are welcome to 
wage a similar boycott of California. 

It was also inspiring, of course, to see so many queers (many of whom 
may seem to have no stake in maintaining Affirmative Action) strongly 
fighting Wilson and his efforts to dismantle it. It is in our best interest to 
support equality everywhere - despite what a few right wing, insane, or 
similarly deluded gay men say. Among other reasons, it is important that 
we do not ignore the patterns we see being established, and that we do not 
ignore injustice. 

It was in 1968, with the advent of portable news cameras, that the phrase 
‘The Whole World Is Watching’’ came to prominence. Protesters chanted it 
at the nightstick-wielding cops who were busting heads outside the 
Democratic convention, in the name of maintaining order; AIDS activists 
subsequently adopted it when confronted by latex-wielding cops in 
Washington and elsewhere. By now it may seem the truth is that The Whole 
World Is Ignoring, but don’t have the luxury of joining them. It is part of 
our job to be on the front lines with those whom our enemies would 
oppress, calling attention to the truth and not getting sidetracked (by 
Simpson, Whitewater, and Waco, for instance) into ignoring and into igno¬ 
rance. 

Whenever there have been ugly attacks on fellow countrypersons in the 
last century, whether in Rwanda, Bosnia, or Nazi Germany, some citizens 
have argued later they didn’t know the truth; they couldn’t know those 
things were happening; how could they know intolerance could kill so many 
people? 

Stand up for truth and fairness - shout it if you have to - so future his¬ 
torians will understand this: America knows. W

Queers Would Be Nowhere 
Without Affirmative Action

S ueer people are not 
now, nor have we 
ever been, targeted 
for affirmative 
programs, despite the 
lies of the right wing. 
Affirmative action policies 
are primarily patterned after 
federally protected statuses, 
such as race, class, color, reli¬ 
gion, gender, national origin, 
disability, and veteran. Sexual 
identity, however, i.e., our 
status as queers, is not includ¬ 
ed and, as a result, we are not 
protected by a single federal 
law: not one. 

Nevertheless, there are 
plenty of reasons for queers 
to join the fight to preserve 
affirmative action. 

We can directly trace our 
modem movement as a people 
striving to achieve a decloset- 
ed existence to affirmative 
action policies. Just as black 
folk set the stage for students, 
women, peace, and queer 
activists to follow with their 
own liberation movements, 
affirmative action has created 
a climate of inclusion from 
which queer people directly 
and profoundly benefit. 

Affirmative action has 
introduced to the world the 
notion that difference does 
not mean inferior and a bur¬ 
den, but that difference 
should be sought after and 
celebrated. Indeed, this 
notion has not only become 
the bedrock of our movement 
but of this nation! Thus, affir¬ 
mative action has set the tone 
for us to fight for everything 
from our right to be out in the 
military to something as basic 
as not having to lie about the 
picture of that cute beau that 
adorns your desk. This cli¬ 
mate of inclusion has helped 
queers - all queers. 

AT&T’s Equal 

Opportunity and Affirmative 
Action Employee Reference 
Guide, for example, states 
that it seeks to “treat each 
individual with dignity and 
respect” and that “it is critical 
that our workforce reflect the 
marketplace to ensure our 
leadership position.” The 
Guide further states that the 
objective of this policy is to 
“achieve a multi-racial, gen- 
dermixed and otherwise 
diverse workforce.” This 
same guide states that 
employees or those seeking 
employment will not be dis¬ 
criminated against based on 
sexual identity. 

The Civil Rights 
Movement of the 1960s gave 
birth to affirmative action. 
During that period much of 
the culture - from 
Birmingham to Stonewall - 
was crying out for fundamen¬ 
tal systemic change, but a 
revolution did not follow: 
affirmative action did. 

Instead of root change, the 
people were conceded the 
conservative remedy of affir¬ 
mative action. This was (and 
remains) a conservative rem¬ 
edy because it did not result 
in the root change that the 
culture was demanding. 
Indeed, affirmative action 


served as a handy preserva¬ 
tive/conservative for the sys¬ 
tem because through it, for 
the first time in the history of 
this nation, women and peo¬ 
ple of color were escorted in 
through the proverbial front 
door - resulting in their 
diminished interest in burning 
that door down. 

Despite its conservative 
origins, though, these policies 
continue to be earned through 
grassroots movements and 
monumental legal battles. 
Thus, affirmative action is not 
a gift, but a concession of 
war. 

This commentary could 
have bombarded you with 
statistics from the Glass 
Ceiling Report on how 
women are underrepresented 
in upper management posi¬ 
tions in corporate America; or 
with Census Bureau statistics 
on how black folk live dispro¬ 
portionately below the pover¬ 
ty line; or with a Labor 
Department Study on how out 
of 3,0(X) discrimination cases 
only 1(X) were brought for 
reverse discrimination, and 
only six of those were found 
meritorious for reverse dis¬ 
crimination. I, however, 
would rather appeal to your 
experience as a queer 
American. 

We know the fascists well, 
don’t we? We know that they 
cut their teeth on the ballot 
initiative process with anti¬ 
gay referendums as far back 
as 1974. We know they spe¬ 
cialize in confusion and have 
developed a language of lies 
to defame queers with, so 
why should they do anything 
different with affirmative 
action? 

With this in mind, be leery 
when you hear “preferences” 
criticized; that should remind 
you of their charge to us of 
wanting “special rights.” And 
be cautious when you hear 
“quotas” being lambasted; 
inform the messenger that 
quotas have been illegal since 
1978. And when you hear 
charges of “reverse discrimi¬ 
nation,” don’t readily believe 
the story about the brother of 
the uncle of the next door 
neighbor’s third cousin who 
didn’t get a job allegedly due 
to affirmative action, demand 
hard proof - at least as much 
proof as we have (91,000 
cases filed last year alone 
with EECXT). 

Queer people have an 
enormous interest in the con¬ 
tinued good health of affirma¬ 
tive action, because the ero¬ 
sion of the rights of women 
and people of color will make 
it even harder for us to enact 
laws that protect our own 
humanity. In fact, it will be 
damn near impossible. 

We can’t avoid this fight 
any longer. What are you 
doing to preserve your 
humanity? To preserve affir¬ 
mative action? T

Canned outrage 

I won’t argue with Dave Pasquarelli of ACT UP 
(Guest Opinion, June 29) over his assertions that the 
UN’s record on AIDS and queer issues is lousy, or even 
that the Names Project was wrong to participate in the 
recent 50th Anniversary of that organization. However, I 
do feel compelled to point out a couple of statements in 
his letter, and the absolutist attitude he expresses, reveal 
other agendas: namely, a profound dislike for the Names 
Project and a desire to indulge in PC sanctimony. 

Pasquarelli’s calling the quilt a “death tarp” reveals a 
pre-existing enmity towards the Names ftoject that 
makes his expressions of outrage seem rather canned. It 
also reveals an attitude toward differing responses to the 
plague that I’m really tired of. Of course, activists shout¬ 
ing in the streets is an appropriate response to AIDS. So 
are: “assimilationist” queers fighting to change laws 
from the inside, medical activists working on new treat¬ 
ments, educators coming up with innovative new cam¬ 
paigns and, yes, family members sewing quilt panels, 
AIDS is a complex problem that deserves a complex 
variety of responses. Pasquarelli’s “mine is the one true 
path” attitude betrays an acute case of tunnel vision. 

Indeed, smugness chokes Pasquarelli’s missive. I’m 
so over this atmosphere where every error in judgment 
is “insulting,” “sickening,” “appalling,” and a “desecra¬ 
tion.” Apparently, “activists” like Pasquarelli think that 
they’re above the concept of civil disagreement with 
members of their own community. If the Names Project 
steps out of line, they’re traitors? What nonsense. The 
fact that AIDS is a life and death issue does not mean 
that decent people can’t disagree about how to respond 
to it. Pasquarelli’s outrage, as well founded as it is, does 
not turn his opinions into gospel. 

Pasquarelli saves his most presumptuous statement 
for last: “Queers and people living with AIDS should be 
outraged.” (My italics.) Well gee, Dave, thanks for the 
input, but I have a finite amount of outrage. I prefer not 
to squander it on simple differences of opinion.

By chance, I attended the Dore Alley Fair for the first 
time with some friends who had attended last year and 
thought it might be fun to go given the great weather we 
were having. It was very hot and I realized my skin was 
stinging and thought I should use some sun screen on 
my face and shoulders since I was standing directly in 
the sun. I was applying some sunscreen only to hear the 
idiot to my left say “A Nigger with a tan, who would 
have thought it.” I ignored this comment because I was 
determined to not let it bother me - if I don’t want my 
skin to turn into a leather handbag or a nice pair of boots 
by the age of 40, it’s my concern and no one else’s - but 
then I heard someone else make the comment “he can’t 
get any darker.” 

It proved to me how little people have to think about 
in their lives and how pathetic they are as human beings. 
Anybody with an ounce of brains or common sense 
knows that no matter how light or dark someone’s skin 
is they will suffer sun bum if you don’t protect yourself. 

What the gay community fails to realize is that they 
are the fringe of the fringe in this country and possess 
little, if any, rights. They don’t understand the value of 
forming alliances with people who understand what it is 
like to be oppressed and the need to have laws and rights 
that protect people who are not part of the dominant cul¬ 
ture from physical attacks, equal employment opportu¬ 
nities, discrimination in housing, the list is quite long. I 
never thought that I would have to worry about a bunch 
of gays burning a cross on my front lawn because I am 
black man, but I guess I need to rethink that and realize 
that they are the enemy, too, and can possibly cause me 
significant harm if 1 am not careful when they are in my 
presence. 

More importantly, I don’t speak for all the Gay Black 
Men in San Francisco or anywhere else for that matter. 
These are my personal experiences and opinions from an 
eight year history of living and maintaining a career in 
San Francisco. There are many other things that define 
my persona other than my sexuality, and I am extremely 
blessed and fortunate in that regard. This particular asset 
allows me to pick and choose what groups I will support 
politically or socially. I find great comfort in this and 
even more comfort in releasing myself from feeling that 
I should be supportive of the gay community because I 
am gay. Personally, 1 am about the rights of all people 
regardless of what group they represent. We all deserve 
to be treated with dignity and respect, and this has noth¬ 
ing to do with being liked or loved by anyone. It is just 
as simple as that, when you treat people with courtesy, 
dignity and respect the same will always be given back 
to you. 

In the words of Madonna, “I am not your bitch,«don’t 
hang your shit on me.”

Log rolling for JROTC 

The members of Log Cabin San Francisco are 
incensed at the attempt to repeal the S.F. School 
District’s Junior Reserve Officers Training Corps pro¬ 
gram. 

As gay men and women, many of whom are veterans, 
the Military’s discriminatory policy enrages us. Some of 
us, through patriotism and personal pride, traveled to 
Washington at our own expense to lobby against the ban 
on gays in the military. 

However, we find two major problems with the anti- 
JROTC arguments. 

First, there is the “throw the baby out with the bath 
water’’ attitude. When the issue was segregation of 
Southern public schools. Civil rights advocates argued 
for integration, not elimination of those valued institu¬ 
tions because they were discriminatory. Left-wingers, 
who have vociferously criticized the plight of African- 
Americans and other ethnic minorities, now seek to take 
away a program that has given immense hope and 
opportunities to those very communities. This “all or 
nothing’’ approach only impedes and takes away 
progress in our increasingly complex and troubled soci¬ 
ety. 

Second, we believe it is not really the discriminatory 
policies and imperfect culture of JROTC that bothers its 
opponents. Its opponents are simply anti-military. We 
abhor war. However, we are not convinced that the 
Soviets would have relented if an invasion of American 
soil was met by peaceniks showering flowers and love. 
Those same peaceniks, oppressed under Soviet rule, 
would be fighting underground for a government over¬ 
throw. The JROTC opponents tell us that we should be 
ashamed of our ability to defend ourselves and protect 
our interests. True, America has made mistakes. But we 
should be proud of our Military’s achievements and its 
promise. 

We laud the courage of the pro-JROTC School Board 
majority (especially newcomer Keith Jackson) who did 
the right thing despite enormous political pressure from 
the left.

Supporting JROTC 

There is only one word to describe A1 Kielwasser’s 
attack on Keith Jackson for his recent vote in support of 
JROTC - shrill. I find it highly disturbing that one of the 
few African-Americans holding elected office in this 
city is singled out for a letter-writing campaign by 
GLAAD for a position that the majority of the School 
Board has now upheld four times. Surely, our legitimate 
concern about homophobia in the JROTC program 
needs to be addressed, but rather than attacking a single 
Board member - and the only African-American on the 
board - shouldn’t we be addressing our concern to all 
Board members? 

Furthermore, Mr. Kielwasser’s unbalanced editorial 
parading as a piece of Journalism accused Mr. Jackson of 
lying to the queer community by promising in his cam¬ 
paign to vote against JROTC. At a candidates’ night at 
the Asian Pacific Democratic Club, I was highly 
impressed by the integrity of Mr. Jackson’s presentation 
and I specifically recall that Mr. Jackson made no such 
promise to vote against JROTC, but did say that he 
would consider the merits of the program in the light of 
the queer community’s concern. 

JROTC is hardly the black and white issue that Mr. 
Kielwasser paints it to be. As the national “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” debate has made amply clear, there are 
many, many lesbians and gay men benefiting from and 
participating in all levels of military service. Indeed, 
Anita Cheung, a JROTC Brigadier Commander, is an 
out lesbian. 

While Mr. Jackson and the rest of the board members 
who voted to support the program are concerned about 
homophobia in JROTC, they are equally concerned 
about the lack of opportunity facing many of our stu¬ 
dents, especially students of color, a concern that the 
queer community should share. JROTC undeniably pro¬ 
vides advanced educational and vocational opportunities 
otherwise unavailable to many students. 

What other program do JROTC opponents propose to 
replace it? The annual price tag of $575,000 is a small 
one considering the advanced educational and vocation¬ 
al opportunities that the program is providing for stu¬ 
dents who might otherwise fall through the cracks. Start¬ 
up costs for any comparable program would be many 
times that much. 

Would eliminating JROTC do anything to actually 
change homophobic attitudes in our schools or support 
our queer children? It would be nothing more than a 
symbolic victory for queers, but a very real defeat for the 
many students who are currently benefiting from the 
program. Rather than present ourselves, once again, as 
the queer community contra mundis, wouldn’t it better 
serve us to work with the board majority and other com¬ 
munities to pressure JROTC to provide a queer-positive 
atmosphere? What can we do, together, to develop 
“queer smart” programs that would reach all students 
with accurate, positive information about the queer com¬ 
munity? 

Certainly, attacking one of our few African- 
American elected officials and one who has actively 
worked to build bridges with the queer community can 
only serve to divide us all and defeat our shared, pro¬ 
gressive goals.

Jackson action 

[The following is an open letter to Commissioner 
Keith Jackson:] 

Dear Mr. Jackson, 

When I took the position as treasurer for your cam¬ 
paign, my first question to your campaign manager, D. 
Minor, was your position on the JROTC issue. She 
assured me that you would oppose its continuation. 
Otherwise, I would not have spent the next two days and 
nights piecing together the various scraps of paper and 
hastily scribbled notes to present your required cam¬ 
paign report to the Registrar’s office. It was three days 
late when I received “the books” but I managed to avert 
that disaster. When 1 spoke to you personally about the 
JROTC issue you assured me that you would oppose the 
continuation of that disreputable program. It was that 
promise which persuaded me to work tirelessly, some¬ 
times 16 hours a day to promote your candidacy. Many 
others, inspired by your malevolent deception, spent 
many hours working for the position you now enjoy. 
Your unfortunate decision to betray the gay community, 
casting aside your solemn campaign promises, is a 
betrayal of public trust. 

Your support for the JROTC and approval of the 
expenditure of $600,000 of San Francisco’s school taxes 
to the pentagon is intolerable. The lesbian/gay, disabled. 
Native American and Asian communities are all dis¬ 
criminated against by the Military and the JROTC—yet 
are forced to pay the taxes that are used to perpetrate 
their own second-class status by actions like the one you 
have Just deliberately chosen. 

Your explanation, that you acted “to protect the rights 
of children to choose” sounds more like Anita Bryant 
than the candidate who stood before the Harvey Milk 
Club, hat-in-hand with a mouthful of promises. 
Protecting children from the civil rights of lesbian and 
gay people, the rallying cry of homophobes for cen¬ 
turies, was a misconception I had hoped would not be 
heard in San Francisco again. 

The tragic thing about this is that it was all unneces¬ 
sary. If you had told the truth, you might have been 
elected anyway, and we could have avoided revisiting 
this whole divisive issue. If you had lost, at least you 
would have kept faith with yourself I think, personally, 
you were a nice guy who fell in with the wrong old 
coterie of homophobes - who still misdirect too much of 
the government of this city. Truly it “couldn’t have hap¬ 
pened to a nicer person.” But it did. 

I will retire as your treasurer, one week from today, 
July 20,1995 after I have consulted with the proper legal 
authorities. Your unethical campaign of deceit has sadly 
extended to questionable “retire the debt” fundraising 
activities, which, coupled with pervasive bookkeeping 
sloppiness leaves me no alternative. I will not be the 
agent responsible for your campaign report. I am told to 
inform you that you may not accept or expend any funds 
until you find a new treasurer. I am today also notifying 
the Secretary of State.

Rilling the regents 
te victory 


residential candidate 
Pete Wilson’s campaign 
people will tell you that 
the “thought never 
entered our minds,” but last 
week’s vote by the University of 
California regents (of which 
Wilson sits as president) to end 
affirmative action programs is 
seen by many political observers 
of both major parties as a much-

needed shot in the arm for our 
governor’s sagging presidential 
ambitions. 

The Wilson for President effort 
had been bogged down the past 
few months by disclosures that he 
once employed an illegal immi¬ 
grant as a maid, the bad press he 
received by trying (unsuccessful¬ 
ly) to change the rules for cam¬ 
paign contributions by his many 
Wall Street financiers, “minor” 
throat surgery that effectively 
silenced him for weeks, and the 
political fallout caused by the 
Legislature’s inability to pass a 
budget on time. However, now, 
while political pundits from 
Sacramento to Washington are 
being careful not to predict how 
far the regents’ vote will carry 
Wilson toward the White House, 
the man himself is clearly basking 
in the glory of his victory. 

The regents’ action last week 
handed the governor several days 
of national media exposure and 
also made him the unofficial GOP 
spokesperson on the affirmative 
action issue. “While it appeared 
for some time that Wilson was in 
danger of becoming a political 
asterisk,” one major political ana¬ 
lyst observed, the UC vote “boosts 
him right up there into the first tier 
of GOP hopefuls.” 

Wilson’s campaign people 
knew they had hit pay dirt - big 
time - when the governor was 
asked to appear on national televi¬ 
sion to respond to President 
Clinton’s speech about overhaul¬ 
ing but retaining affirmative 
action. This appearance placed the 
governor in a potent adversarial 
position with the president, much 
to the chagrin of the other 
Republican hopefuls. 

While many are downplaying 
the political significance of the 
Wilson-proposed (and some say 
coerced) UC vote (“You cannot 
ride a single issue into the White 
House”), Wilson and his coterie 
clearly think they have another hot 
“Prop. 187-type issue” on their 
hands and understandably plan to 
“run with it.” In addition, last 
week’s controversial 15-10 vote 


gave Wilson a chance to reassert 
one of his campaign themes: that 
he is an executive who gets things 
done while the other GOP presi¬ 
dential wannabes only talk about 
issues. 

Despite the general feeling 
among the pundits and politicos 
that Wilson’s campaign got off to 
a slow, even semi-disastrous start, 
once again the governor has 
shown that he is a master cam¬ 
paigner capable of pulling the 
proverbial rabbit out of the hat at 
the right moment. For confirma¬ 
tion of that, just give Kathleen 
Brown a buzz. 


Political potpourri 

Sacramento gossip has it that 
relations between Governor 
Wilson and Attorney General 
Dan Lungren (already running to 
replace Wilson) have cooled 
noticeably in recent weeks. 

Also on the subject of 
Governor Wilson, last week 
“Sneaky Pete” told the National 
District Attorneys Association in 
Las Vegas that some high-profile 
cases have convinced him crimi¬ 
nal convictions are too difficult to 
obtain, so juries should no longer 
be required to reach a unanimous 
decision. (Is he smelling another 
hot-button issue here?) The gover¬ 
nor endorsed a constitutional 
amendment being considered by 
the Legislature that would reduce 
the unanimous jury requirement 
for a criminal conviction to a 10-2 
vote - and for the first time in 
memory, I find myself in full 
agreement with him. 

Ben Horn for mayor? Wonder 
who talked him into that - and 
why? (The nose knows.) 
Meanwhile, although he looks 
serious to me, some Sacramento 
friends claim Willie Brown 
secretly wishes he hadn’t gotten 
into “this mayoral thing.” And, of 
course, things will only get 
rougher if Frank Jordan and 
Brown go up against each other in 
a run-off, with Jack Davis calling 
the shots for Brown and Clint 
Reilly running the Jordan camp. 
Davis and Reilly are “friends” but 
look for a rupture come 
November. 

My spies tell me that Wendy 
Paskin Jordan and writer 
Warren Hinckle chatted like old 
pals at the bar during the Clint 
Reilly wedding celebration - this 
after Hinckle’s thorough trashing 
of her in his Independent column. 
“Wendy showed a lot of class,” 
said one observer. 

Speaking of class - and the 
lack of it - here’s the latest on 


celebrity rentals: $80,000 will get 
George Bush to appear at your 
party and make a speech. $60,000 
and a case of Diet Coke (?) will 
get Colin Powell’s name on the 
dotted line. Former N.Y. 
Governor Mario Cuomo 
demands $28,000. Former 
President Gerald Ford will 
appear for a paltry $20,000. Save 
your pennies. 

Is Bill Clinton actually becom¬ 
ing a conservative? In recent 
weeks the president has said he 
wants to balance the federal bud¬ 
get, eliminate government regula¬ 
tions, clean up television program¬ 
ming, and let children say prayers 
in public schools. Clinton’s 
Democratic allies on Capitol Hill 
and in liberal interest groups are 
grumbling that his sudden lunge 
toward the right (can you say “pri¬ 
maries?") is leaving some of his 
most devoted supporters behind.

Rumor has it: Reverend Jesse 
Jackson and former Connecticut 
Governor Lowell Weicker, a 
strong supporter of gay rights, are 
weighing an “independent” run 
for the White House next year. 
Last week Jackson rushed to San 
Francisco (the man can smell a 
television crew a mile away) and 
urged “civil disobedience” to 
protest the regents’ anti-affirma¬ 
tive action vote. He called on his 
longtime San Francisco friends to 
participate. The result? The 
Reverend Cecil Williams gets 
himself arrested, while our hero is 
nowhere to be found. Seems he 
had to catch a plane back to 
Washington. (No fool, he.) 

Meanwhile, back in 
Washington, the GOP-controlled 
Congress is doing all it can to dis¬ 
suade Senator Barbara Boxer 
from demanding public hearings 
into allegations of sexual and offi¬ 
cial misconduct involving 
Republican Senator Bob 
Packwood of Oregon, afraid that 
such an event would prove embar¬ 
rassing both for the Senate and its 
leader, aging presidential aspirant 
Bob Dole. While we probably 
shouldn’t look for hearings on 
Packwood in the near future. 
Boxer deserves credit for not let¬ 
ting the GOP push this under the 
rug. 

Finally, N.Y. Senator 
Alphonse D’Amato is busy trying 
to dig up dirt on the Clintons and 
Whitewater, besides launching an 
investigation into the suicide of 
Clinton aide Vincent Foster a 
couple years ago. A1 D’Amato, the 
chair of the Senate Ethics 
Committee? That’s like putting the 
late Jeffrey Dahmer in charge of 
the school lunch program. T

Maria Faizone and Mom at Josie's 

Funny face

Face With a View. This is 
the title of comedienne 
Maria Falzone’s latest 
show, now playing at 
Josie’s Cabaret and Juice Joint. It 
combines stand-up, Falzone’s 
artistic medium of choice, with a 
series of scenes between Maria 
and her mother. This piece 
explores Falzone’s relationship 
with her mother specifically - and 
how children relate to parents 
generally - while also giving us 
some insight into why she became 
a performer. 

Faizone plays both characters 
in the mother-daughter scenes in a 
way that is eerily convincing. 
Though I’m no authority on the 
authenticity of an older Sicilian 
woman living in Boston, there 
was never any confusion as to 
who was saying what. In addition, 
Faizone really captured the 
essence of the mother-daughter 
thing and perhaps the parent-child 
thing in her act, as the men in the 
audience really seemed to “get it.’’ 

The guys laughed at the appro¬ 
priate times, were quiet at the 
appropriate times, and their reac¬ 
tions all seemed sincere. Either 
they got it or they have been very 
well-trained in some hard-core 
women’s studies class. However, 
I’m inclined to believe that the 
show was so well-written and per¬ 
formed that a person could see 
him or herself (and perhaps a rela¬ 
tionship with a parent) reflected in 
the show and thus find a way into 
the material. 

I caught up with Maria Faizone 
between her errands and an acting 
class to get her thoughts on A 
Face With a View. For Faizone, 
it’s not just the parent-child rela¬ 
tionship that allows people to 
understand her relationship with 
her mother, but the fact that peo¬ 
ple must come to comedy with an 
open, aware mind. “People go to 
plays and see a tragedy, then after 
the show, they say, ‘Oh, I loved it. 
I cried. It really moved me.’ They 
let the emotion wash over them. 
When you go see comedy, you 


can’t do that. Your mind has to be 
present and open,’’ she explained. 

For this reason, Faizone 
believes that comedy is a valuable 
way to reach people. Shock and 
statistics don’t work anymore, she 
noted, so comedy has become “the 
most powerful medium there is. 
My whole reason for being is to be 
heard. The people have to be 
thinking to get it, and I can tell

immediately if they get it by if 
they laugh and the way they 
laugh. ... Laughter always comes 
from ‘Yes, I’m with you.’ It never 
comes from no.” 

When I asked her if she writes 
her feminist (although not neces¬ 
sarily in the Ms. magazine tradi¬ 
tion of feminism) stand-up mater¬ 
ial with this in mind, I found out 
that she doesn’t write. “I have 
ideas about things and things that 
I think about, and then I go up 
there and talk about them.” 
Sometimes she edits material after 
the show according to what 
worked and what didn’t, but most 
often she edits and revises right on 
stage. What she winds up with is a 


fabulously funny routine that is 
constantly changing but makes 
your stomach hurt and cheeks 
ache from laughing each and 
every time. 

For A Face With a View, a 
phrase that accurately describes 
both Maria Faizone and her moth¬ 
er, Faizone had local performer 
Hank Donat as a co-writer. 
(What? Are you wondering how 
someone who doesn’t write could 
write a one-woman show? / was.) 

“This is how it worked,” the 
comedienne told this inquiring 
mind. Donat went to Boston, 
where he lived and worked with 
Faizone for two months. “We 
would get up every morning, or 
afternoon, and do improv. Hank 
would just sit there with a tape 
recorder. I emotionally vomited, 
and he would structure the shit.” 

The end product is fierce, 
funny, fabulous and frank - a face 
with a view definitely worth see¬ 
ing. T

ET's Reeves gaucherie

A ctor Keanu Reeves is the 
subject of Vanity Fair’s 
August 1995 cover story 
(‘The Wild One: Keanu 
Reeves on Sex, Hollywood and 
Life on the Run”). Written by 
Michael Shnayerson, this feature 
is standard fare - a typical mix of 
doting biography (“Like every 
strong, athletic boy in Canada, 
Keanu learned to adore ice hock¬ 
ey”) and pop psychoanalysis 
(“Answering earnestness with 
earnestness, I wonder aloud if 
there isn’t in Keanu some central 
struggle between discipline and 
nihilism.”). 

The Vanity Fair feature is 
unique in one respect, however. At 
one point in the article, the “sexu¬ 
ally enigmatic” Reeves offers 
some relatively direct answers to 
questions about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion (i.e., he’s straight). 
Shnayerson hyped this angle on 
the July 5 broadcast of the daily 
television show Entertainment 
Tonight {FT). That broadcast left 
much to be desired. 

The FT segment opened with a 
derogatory teaser, which 
announced that Keanu Reeves 
was “finally coming clean about 
some dirty Hollywood rumors.” 
During the show, a misleading 
newspaper headline - “Keanu 
Blasts Back At Gay Slur” - was 
displayed without comment. 
Finally, ET host John Tesh con¬ 
cluded the spot on a note of homo- 
phobic hope; the heterosexual 
love scenes in Reeves’s two new 
films, Tesh said, “should help dis¬ 
pel the gay rumors.” 

In the Vanity Fair interview. 
Reeves makes a point of insisting 
that he does not resent the rumors 
about his sexuality because “there 
is nothing wrong with being gay.” 
For Reeves, such rumors are nei¬ 
ther “dirty” nor “slurs.” But ET 
never got around to mentioning 
this aspect of the story; the seg¬ 
ment was only interested in dis¬ 
pelling homosexuality, not dis¬ 
cussing it. 

When a young actor wants to 
talk about not being a homosexu¬ 
al, it’s big news. But if he wants to 
talk about not being a homophobe, 
the media aren’t interested.

Biased 

towards bigotry 

Newsweek’s July 17 cover 
story on bisexuality “arrived in 
mailboxes as a paean to abnormal¬ 
ity and a shock to the sensibilities 
of reasonable people.” So says 
management of The Indianapolis 
Star. The newspaper attacked 
Newsweek in a July 16 editorial, 
“Biased Toward Bi.” 

The editorial rails against 
Newsweek, its “shameful” report¬ 
ing and promoting “social decay 
and family breakdown.” The Star 
argues that Newsweek engaged in 
both “bad taste” and “bad Journal¬ 
ism.” The bisexuality story “mas¬ 
querades as a legitimate piece of 
news,” the newspaper says, “yet it 
violates all routine standards for 
fair and honest reporting.” 

The Star offers some specifics 
of Newsweek's lack of fairness: 
“Twenty-three sources were cited 
in the article, 13 of them practic¬ 
ing bisexuals. ... None of the 
sources held the position that 
bisexuality is unhealthy or wrong. 
... It certainly would have been 


easy to find a minister or rabbi to 
discuss the sinful nature of it.” 

Of course, it would also be 
easy to find a man or woman to 
explain why the earth is flat. Easy 
journalism is not necessarily good 
journalism.

Deliberate and 
disgusting acts 

A number of public figures and 
media commentators spoke out 
when Senator Jesse Helms (R- 
NC) vowed to cut federal spend¬ 
ing on HIV/AIDS because, he 
said, the disease is spread by 
“deliberate, disgusting and revolt¬ 
ing conduct.” Many well-meaning 
critics were quick to emphasize 
that “not only” gays get AIDS, 
and that position was stressed in 
most news reports on the contro¬ 
versy. 

Writing in the Chicago Tribune 
(July 7), for example, William 
Neiicirk covered a speech by Bill 
Clinton: “Not all AIDS victims 
get the virus from sexual contact 
or contaminated needles, Clinton 
noted. But even those who do 
should receive treatment, he said.” 
Kathy Lewis, reporting for the 
Dallas Morning News (July 6), 
similarly reported that President 
Clinton “said not all AIDS 
patients contract the disease 
through homosexual sex or from 
dirty drug needles.” 

Clinton could have - and 
should have - set a better agenda 
for the media on this issue. As one 
observer put it, the President basi¬ 
cally said “AIDS is not always 
transmitted by disgusting acts.” 
He did not have the courage to say 
“it’s never transmitted by disgust¬ 
ing acts.” Thus, Helms’s assertion 
that gay sex is (by definition) “dis¬ 
gusting” went unchallenged. 

Equally unacceptable is the 
suggestion that something “not 
only homosexual” is always better 
than something “only homosexu¬ 
al.” In demonstrating a genuine 
respect for difference, both the 
president and the press still have 
some way to go. 

Finally, Clinton missed another 
opportunity to point out the etio- 
logic role of homophobia in the 
spread of HIV/AIDS. The disease 
is spread through certain deliber¬ 
ate and disgusting acts. 

When school boards reject sex¬ 
positive textbooks that affirm 
young queers, people get AIDS 
and die. People get AIDS when 
TV stations reject condom ads that 
target gay men, or when newspa¬ 
per editorials extol the virtues of 
“traditional values” and “absti¬ 
nence.” And people get AIDS 
when the president of the United 
States fires the Surgeon General 
for talking about safer sex and 
masturbation.

Just keep talking 

In addition to heading up the 
Christian Coalition, Pat Robertson 
also operates The Family Channel 
and the Christian Broadcasting 
Network (CBN). His CBN News 
programs air daily across the 
nation, serving as a potent vehicle 
for Robertson’s incessant homo¬ 
phobia. 

For his July 20 CBN News 
broadcast, Robertson interviewed 
Eric Bums, a media critic and 
author who has done stints with 
NBC and Entertainment Tonight. 
For this interview. Bums attacked 
the “sleaze” and “deviance” of TV 
talk shows. The typical talk show 
guest, he sarcastically suggested, 
is “a man who becomes a woman 
to behave as a lesbian before 
being abducted by space aliens.” 

According to Bums, older TV 
programs, like Donna Reed, were 
based on “inclusion.” They 
reflected the experiences of the 
audience. Today’s “sleazy” shows, 
by contrast, are based on “exclu¬ 
sion,” he claimed. They focus on 
irrelevant subjects (i.e., homosex¬ 
uality) and abnormal people (i.e., 
homosexuals). “We don’t know 
people like that!” Bums huffed (as 
if the TV audience consisted 
entirely of straight white men). 

Bums specifically criticized an 
episode of the Jenny Jones show 
in which a gay man - Scot 
Amedure - revealed his “secret 
cmsh” on a straight man, who 
then shot and killed him a few 
days later. Outrageously, both 
Bums and Robertson portrayed 
the murderer as the real victim (of 
talk show “sleaze”). Being lesbian 
or gay is evil, apparently, because 
it causes straight people to kill. 

Lethal or not, TV talk shows 
and their lesbian/gay guests have 
become a favorite target of right 
wing critics, perhaps with good 
reason. Larry Gross, who teaches 
media studies at the University of 
Pennsylvania, believes talk shows 
are “one of the few spaces 
America now provides for an hon¬ 
est discussion of sexuality.” “It is 
in the best interest of gays and les¬ 
bians to continue to appear on 
these shows,” Gross says, 
“because, with some exceptions, 
they are relentlessly pro-gay.” 

In an effort to mobilize his 
relentlessly anti-gay viewers, 
Pat Robertson is shipping out 
free copies of TV Talk Shows:

A dozen years ago this 
week, a measure that 
would have added sexual 
orientation into the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 went down to 
defeat in the U.S. Congress. 

House Resolution 427, The 
National Lesbian/Gay Resolution 
Bill, was introduced on June 28, 
1983 to prohibit discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation in 
employment, housing, and other 
areas like public accommodations 
and education. It had been pro¬ 
posed once before, in 1974. 

One of HR 427’s co-sponsors 
was recently elected U.S. 
Representative Sala Burton of San 
Francisco’s Fifth District, who 
supported it as one of her first offi¬ 
cials acts as a congresswoman. 
She told the Bay Area Reporter, “I 
want to make it clear from the start 
that I am firmly committed to 
eliminating discrimination against 
lesbians and gay men and to taking 
a leadership role in the effort to get 
the federal government to respond 


vigorously to the AIDS crisis.” 

The New York Times was learn¬ 
ing a lesson of its own about 
responding vigorously to the still¬ 
unfolding epidemic. Gay activists 
protested a blatant disregard by 
the “paper of record” for the suf¬ 
fering of PWAs in its own back¬ 
yard, but whatever the feelings of 
Times reporters about the gays at 


their doors, the paper reported on 
the measure with its characteristic 
crisp objectivity. 

The final vote in the House on 
August 3, 1983 was the last time 
such a bill reached the floor of that 
chamber, despite Bill Clinton, 
who - as a candidate nine years 
later - promised such legislation if 
elected. 


According to The National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, “at least 
18” states have excecutive orders 
banning anti-gay discrimination, 
and nine states now have civil 
rights laws that include sexual ori¬ 
entation, as do eight federal agen¬ 
cies: the FBI, Department of the 
Interior, Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, Justice 


Department, Office of Personnel 
Management, State Department, 
Department of Transportation, and 
The White House.

AIDS Wish Association

Dalton says that 90 percent of 
contributions received by the non¬ 
profit organization go to grant 
wish requests, and only ten per¬ 
cent goes for operational costs.

Merced County Hires 
First HIV/AIDS 
Prevention Specialist

Not all men who have sex with 
other men consider themselves 
gay, or at least not gay enough to 
frequent places where AIDS infor¬ 
mation is made available. 
Reaching men like that with 
potentially life-saving material is 
difficult even in metropolitan 
areas like San Francisco, and is 
more so in the rural outlying areas 
of Northern California. 

Merced County is attempting 
to reach those men through the 
efforts of Rick Worden, a special¬ 
ist in the field of HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention education. As the recently 
hired community health outreach 
worker at Loving AIDS 
Management Program (LAMP) 
Merced, Worden is targeting the 
formerly underserved population 
of “Men Having Sex With Men.” 

Part of his educational out¬ 
reach is to men in public parks. 
“Some of them are married men 
who just want to get taken care 
of,” he told the B.A.R. in an inter¬ 
view last week. Before Worden 


was hired to seek out those men, 
he said, no effort was made to pro¬ 
vide them with safer sex and HIV 
information. 

“Believe me, this job is not 
boring,” Worden wrote in a recent 
letter of introduction to the com¬ 
munity. “You can imagine some 
of the people and situations I’ve 
already encountered.” 

Worden says he has no idea 
how many men are having sex 
with men in Merced County and 
its principal city of Merced, a 
town of about 60,000. “It’s kind of 
closeted,” he acknowledged. 
“This is a conservative agricultur¬ 
al area.”

For the second year in a row, the 
San Francisco Giants will step up 
to bat on behalf of AIDS research, 
education, and services with the 
second annual “Until 'There’s A 
Cure Day” at Candlestick Park on 
Sunday, August 13. 

Plans for elaborate pre-game 
ceremonies are still in the works. 
However, it has been decided that 
children from the “Make A Wish” 
Foundation and Camp Sunburst, a 
summer camp for kids living with 
AIDS, will be led onto the field by 
Giants players and coaches, joining 
about 1,000 AIDS volunteers in 
forming a red ribbon on the field 
again this year. The first 30,000 
people attending the game will 
receive a commemorative poster, 
showing memorable scenes from 
the first “Until TTiere’s A Cure 
Day.” 

Peter A. Magowan, president 
and managing general partner of 
the SF Giants, said the team will 
again donate $1 on each ticket sold 
for the game against the Chicago 
Cubs at 1:05 p.m. 

“I don’t think any of us will 
ever forget the emotional scene we 
witnessed on the field last year, 
with San Francisco and Colorado 
players and coaches joining hun¬ 
dreds of AIDS volunteers to form a 
human red ribbon,” Magowan said. 
“It sent a powerful message of 
courage and compassion to the Bay 
Area, as well as throughout the 
country. The Giants remain com¬ 
mitted to this cause, which is why 
there will be another ‘Until There’s 
A Cure Day’ this year.” 

Last year, a crowd of more than 
50,000 generated more than 
$115,000 for the AIDS war at the 
first AIDS benefit game ever 
staged by a professional sports 
team. 

The sale of 2,500 T-shirts 
brought in $12,500 last year, and a 
bracelet designed and marketed by 
the non-profit “Until There’s a 
Cure Foundation” generated anoth¬ 
er whopping $38,920. An addition¬ 
al $13,000 came in from other 
sources, such as the 50 cents per 
ticket donated by Bass Tickets. 

Preliminary information pro¬ 
vided by the Giants public relations 
department indicates the theme of 
this year’s event will be children, at 
a time when the Centers for 
Disease Control says children have 
experienced the largest increase of 
reported cases of HIV/AIDS. It is 
' estimated 40 percent of new HIV 
cases are among people under the 
age of 21. 

One in every 250 Americans 
nationwide is infected with HIV, 
and AIDS is now the leading cause 
of death among 25 to 44 year old 
men in the U.S. 

The Giants have asked well- 
known interpreter for the deaf Jay 
D. Wilson to interpret proceedings 
into sign language this year, as he 
did at the first Until There’s A Cure 


Day. Wilson encourages the deaf 
community to attend the contest 
and to look for him in his distinc¬ 
tive rainbow jacket. 

Admission to the game varies 
from $5.50 for a seat in the bleach¬ 
ers to $15.50 for a box seat. Special 
$3.50 tickets are available for chil¬ 
dren and seniors. No one gets in for 
free, not even PWAs, since the 
object is to raise funds, a Giants 
spokesman said. T

“As a small business it very 
hard to survive in this slow econo¬ 
my. It’s very high rent and we 
can’t compete with big franchis¬ 
es,” Salameh told the B.A.R. 
“Maybe they can afford high 
rents, but as small businesses, we 
can’t survive.” 

Originally from Palestine, 
Salameh holds a Master’s degree 
in Business Administration and 
was a college professor before he 
immigrated to the United States. 

Not all of his customers are 
aware that the business will be 
sold at the end of September, he 
said, but ‘The deal is done.” 

Big chains don’t care 

“Some [customers] know 
about the situation and are taking 


it very badly. Especially our regu¬ 
lars who are going to miss our 
place very much. Big chains don’t 
really care about their customers 
or the community. What counts to 
them are dollars,” Salameh said. 

Salameh said the Castro is con¬ 
sidered “a hot location” in the 
eyes of chains and other larger 
enterprises. “All the other areas 
are dead, so you get big chains 
wanting to move into the neigh¬ 
borhood,” he said. 

Several area businesses report¬ 
ed sharp rent hikes after the con¬ 
troversial international Body Shop 
chain opened a store on Castro 
Street last September, across the 
street from a small gay-owned 
competitor called The Skin Zone 
(located in Harvey Milk’s former 


Castro Camera Shop at 575 
Castro). Last week Crown Books 
closed, and Salameh’s business is 
only one of two longtime eating 
establishments known to be clos¬ 
ing soon: the hair styling chain 
Supercuts has confirmed plans to 
move into the site currently occu¬ 
pied by Mueller’s Deli at 468 
Castro, a few doors down from 
Louie’s Barber Shop. 

Salameh lamented that, ironi¬ 
cally, as rents on Castro Street 
rise, conditions continue to deteri¬ 
orate. 

“This used to be a neighbor¬ 
hood, like it was home and you 
knew everybody on the street,” he 
said. “It was a neighborhood - and 
now it’s completely different. 

“I don’t know what it’s going 


to become later.” 

Other merchants agree, pri¬ 
vately, with Salameh’s assessment 
that the area is “nothing like it 
used to be.” 

The proprietor of one Castro 
business, who spoke on the condi¬ 
tion he not be identified, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that many of 
the local gay bars don’t do much 
business until late at night - and 
that business is slow. 

“The street isn’t like it used to 
be. People don’t want to go to the 
Castro. You may get one or two 
tourists because it’s Castro Street, 
but nobody seems to want to come 
down here,” he said. “There’s no 
incentive. 

“All the foot traffic seems to be 
going down Market Street.” T 


Castro Update: 

Deli Out, Yogurt In, Rents Up, Morale Down

The Village Deli, another pop¬ 
ular Castro Street business faced 
with skyrocketing rents and a slow 
economy, will bite the dust at the 
end of September, according to 
owner Sam Salameh. 

Salameh has been the owner of 
the store for eight of its 18 years 
of operation at 495 Castro Street. 

Salameh’s lease on the proper¬ 
ty will be bought out by a yogurt 
company, which will set up shop 
on the site. 

“It’s going to be called Yogurt 
and More or maybe Ultimate 
Yogurt and More,” Salameh told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The sale of the business fol¬ 
lows a year-and-a-half legal dis¬ 
pute and mediation between 
Salameh and his landlords. 

Salameh said that he is forced 
to leave the business because his 
landlord wanted almost two-and- 
a-half times the amount of rent he

State Holds Hearings 
On Gay-Exclusionary 


Textbooks

If state commissioners charged 
with selecting new textbooks 
have their way this week, public 
school health classes throughout 
California will become queer-free 
zones. Homosexuals, bisexuals, 
and transgenders would not be 
condemned to hell in the new 
texts, according to Jessea 
Greenman of Project 21, as much 
as they simply would not exist. 

The textbook hearings in 
Sacramento today, July 27, are 
supposed to follow the spirit of a 
document called the Health 
Framework, adopted in 1994 by 
the Curriculum Development and 
Supplemental Materials 

Commission. Over the objections 
of the Reverend Lou Sheldon and 
other stand-ins for God, the new 
Health Framework was passed to 
include this statement: 
“Teachers, counselors, physi¬ 
cians, religious leaders, and com¬ 
munity resource centers may 
offer support for young people 
who have concerns about their 
sexual orientation. While 
respecting religious and personal 
beliefs, instruction in this context 
should affirm the dignity of all 
individuals.” 

Greenman told the B.A.R. the 
Framework was passed only by 
constant prodding by Project 21, 
which she described as “curricu¬ 
lum policy advocacy operating at 
the [state] level where education¬ 
al policy is made.” The work paid 
off, generating enough pro-gay 
letters and phone calls to the com¬ 
mission to match the efforts of the 
right. “They couldn’t say nobody 
wanted it because clearly they 
did,” she said. 

Disappointment, not, 
surprise 

Greenman predicted after the 
Framework’s passage that the 
textbook selection might be trou¬ 
bling, so she was not surprised 
when the commission announced 
a preliminary set of books last 
March that did not once mention 
gays, lesbians, bisexuals, or trans¬ 
genders. She is, however, frankly 
disappointed. “State educational 
policy makers are still loathe to 
approve classroom health study 
materials that tell the truth about 


sexual orientation and homopho¬ 
bia,” she said. 

The importance of classroom 
texts cannot be overstressed, 
Greenman told the B.A.R. “What 
we’re talking about is overcom¬ 
ing centuries of complete censor¬ 
ship and omission and ignorance. 

“Everyone, including us, is the 
product of an educational system 
in which no information whatso¬ 
ever was presented, except a few 
bad myths and stereotypes.” 

Also, she pointed out, “Due to 
the economics of publishing, the 
books California adopts influence 
the textbook market throughout 
the nation.” Textbooks that fulfill 
our state’s requirement for accu¬ 
rate representations about gay and 
lesbians will also be used in other 
states, helping to foster tolerance 
across the country. 

Greenman told the B.A.R. the 
necessity of teaching tolerance in 
classrooms became obvious to 
her in 1990, after witnessing the 
intense opposition to introduce 
Project 10, a gay youth counsel¬ 
ing program in the San Francisco 
School District. 

“You need a very thorough 
approach to this,” she said. “What 
we’re dealing with is institution¬ 
alized homophobia; so very insti¬ 
tutionalized that nobody wants to 
acknowledge it.” 

What can be done? 

The commission’s decision is 
expected later in the summer; if it 
approves texts that clearly violate 
the spirit and language of the 
Health Framework, activists will 
have a last chance to make their 
case to the state board of educa¬ 
tion, which makes the final deter¬ 
mination, at public hearings 
September 7 and 8. 

In the meantime, Greenman 
urged members of the public to 
send their thoughts and comments 
to California State Board of 
Education President Marion 
McDowell, 721 Capitol Mall, PO 
Box 944272, Sacramento CA 
94244-2720. 

Lastly, four terms on the com¬ 
mission will open up October 31. 
Membership applications are due 
by Friday, August 18 at the 
address listed above.

reaching the Senate floor for a 
vote. A Dole spokesperson denied 
there’s a delay. President Clinton 
has called for the immediate pas¬ 
sage of Ryan White reauthoriza¬ 
tion. 

Unlike a similar protest in San 
Francisco on July 11, the peaceful 
demonstration in Burbank resulted 
in no arrests. Protesters from the 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation, 
ACT UP/LA, and the Venice 
Family Clinic Care Women’s HIV 
Education program chanted “Bob 
Dole and the RNC - how do you 
spell bigotry” while office work¬ 
ers peered down, sometimes 
laughing, from the second floor 
windows. 

“This is a referendum on mean¬ 
spiritedness,” AHF president 
Michael Weinstein told the group 
at a short rally. “We’ve got to say 
no to mean-spiritedness and 
hatred and bigotry.” 

“Bob Dole and the party of the 
GOP - the good of boys - have 
declared war on women and chil¬ 
dren, all for the sake of getting 
corporate dollars,” said Connie 
Norman. “Thousands will die.” 

“I am a person dying of AIDS. 
I need that funding. If they cut 
Ryan White I can kiss my ass 
goodbye,” said Ken Murray, 32, 
an AHF client. “I am American, 
I’ve worked, I vote. I just want 
what’s right. I just want health¬ 
care.” 

The hour-long demonstration 
concluded with a discussion about 
establishing a ’round-the-clock 
vigil outside the Republican 
Headquarters until Ryan White is 
passed.T

Between 50 and 100 demon¬ 
strators picketed in front of 
California Republican Party head¬ 
quarters in Burbank Thursday, 
July 13 to protest remarks made 
by Senator Jesse Helms - and 
national Republican Party head 
Haley Barbour - who want to 
drastically cut funding for the 
Ryan White Care Act. In a recent 
interview Helms said people with 
AIDS contracted the disease 


through “deliberate, disgusting, 
revolting conduct.” 

The Ryan White Care Act has 
been stalled since a Senate 
Subcommittee approved autho¬ 
rization late March - despite 
bipartisan support from 
Republicans on the right like 
Strom Thurmond and Orrin Hatch, 
and on the left like California’s 
Barbara Boxer.

Baboon

Note: Many people have been 
contacting ACT UP/Golden Gate 
to get more information regarding 
Jeff Getty's xenogeneic transfer 
protocol. With this article we hope 
to answer those questions. 

i ' ay you have AIDS and 
fewer than 50 CD4 cells. 
^You discover that some- 
''' '' one who has been repeat¬ 
edly exposed to HIV has never 
become infected. You think that if 
you could get some of their 
immune system stem cells you 
could gain this resistance. There’s 
just one catch - the “someone” with 
these resistant cells is not a person, 
but a baboon. What do you do? 

If you are Jeff Getty, AIDS 
activist and member of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, you do every¬ 
thing in your power to become 
“Baboon Man.” 

Getty is no stranger to new 
medicine. In 1994 he took part in a 
study of allogeneic lymphocyte 
transfer (ALT) that involved 
receiving transfusions of white 
blood cells from his sister, in an 
effort to stimulate his immune sys¬ 
tem. Aside from encouraging rises 
in his own CDS levels, Getty’s 
body also cleared any trace of 
cryptococchus, an unexpected 
benefit of the procedure. 

Xenogeneic transfer is not a 
new concept. Human to other 
species (including baboons) trans¬ 
fers and transplants have been 
going on for years, as have a limit¬ 
ed number of non-human to 
human transplants. But what is 
different is the type of material 
being transferred. 

This is not a heart or a liver that

can be removed if the host has a 
complete graft rejection: these are 
stem cells that live and work in the 
bone marrow producing the 
immune cells to identify and 
remove harmful foreign antigens 
that get into the body. 

If the procedure works the 
baboon stem cells may produce 
HIV-resistant CD4 cells that will 
work to clear Getty’s system of 
HIV and HIV-infected cells. A 
long shot? Absolutely. But it 
makes sense. Science knows 
baboon CD4 cells are resistant to 
HIV in the test tube, and also 
knows that baboons themselves 
are resistant to infection by HIV. 
The next logical step is exactly 
what Getty, Dr. Suzanne Ilstad of 
the University of Pittsburgh, and 
Drs. Michael Deeks and Paul 
Volberding of SFGH are propos¬ 
ing; the introduction of baboon 
stem cells into the body of a per¬ 
son infected with HIV. 

The proposed treatment regi¬ 
men is relatively simple. First 
Getty will undergo two bone mar¬ 
row biopsies. He then will be sub¬ 
jected to sub-lethal doses of radia¬ 
tion to suppress his own embattled 
immune function and the ablation 
of his remaining CD4 and CDS 
cells. At that point baboon stem 
cells will be injected into Getty. If 
all goes as planned, within two to 
three weeks Getty will start to see 
some bone marrow function, and 
at four to six weeks baboon proge¬ 
ny cells - CD4 and CDS cells nat¬ 
urally resistant to HIV being pro¬ 
duced by Getty’s body. Getty him¬ 
self sees the procedure as “all nat¬ 
ural gene therapy.” If the study 
produces the desired results, a 
small pilot study involving four 
people may be undertaken. 

Getty realizes there are major 
risks involved. After irradiating his 
immune system he could be sub¬ 
ject to rampant opportunistic infec¬ 
tions. There could be severe Graft 
(baboon) to Host (Getty) disease, 
whereby the graft would kill the 
host. Or Getty could experience an 
explosion of HIV production that 
could overwhelm his system and 
cause death. Getty also knows that 
even if the transfer works, there is 
a definite window of time before 
his system will reject the graft. At 
last year’s Immune Restoration 
Think Tank, sponsored by Project 
Inform, Getty talked to researchers 
about xenogeneic transfers. Their 
major concern was the chances for 
a lasting dual immune system. The 
question is how long will the win¬ 
dow be - two days? Two months? 
Two years? At this point in his life, 
Getty is willing to accept most any¬ 
thing that can offer him time. 

An IS-numtli-long road 

Getty started looking at the pro¬ 
tocol 18 months ago. He watched 


that Getty would get his first injec¬ 
tion in June, until the FDA stepped 
in on April 27 of this year. The 
government labeled this as an 
experimental procedure under their 
jurisdiction, and decreed that an 
Investigational New Drug (or IND) 
application be filed. This meant an 
immediate delay of three to four 
months just to get a hearing. 

The FDA scheduled a hearing 
before their Biologic Modifier 
Response Advisory Committee on 
July 14 in Washington, DC. 
Because of his inability to travel, 
Getty could not attend the meeting 
that would determine his fate, but 
family members and other AIDS 
activists attended on his behalf. 
Matthew Sharp of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate was one of those 
in attendance. He commented on 
the charged atmosphere of the 
hearing, noting that everyone in 
the room knew that they were on 
the cutting edge of something very 
important. Even with their own 
reservations, committee members 
were aware of the tremendous 
implications of this research. This 
promising procedure could be 
used not just for AIDS, but also for 
diabetes, leukemia, even cancer. 
The potential is enormous. 

However, even with a unani¬ 
mous recommendation from the 
Advisory Committee to go for¬ 
ward, the FDA could still reject the 
proposed study. Getty feels that 
the FDA will give its approval: the 
question is when. If it does not 
come in a month’s time, Getty says 
that will be the time to take further 
action. As he said, “Several indi¬ 
viduals have volunteered for gene 
therapy and other novel, danger¬ 
ous research. This is no different, 
but its been sensationalized 
because of the baboons.” 

Jeff Getty celebrated his 38th 
birthday on the day of the adviso¬ 
ry committee’s hearing. He plans 
on being here to celebrate his 39th 
birthday. When asked why he is 
risking his life to try this unique 
therapy, Getty said there are two 
reasons, “First, I want to see sci¬ 
ence pushed forward. And second. 
I’m rolling the dice for that small 
chance that this might help me.” 

At this stage of the game called 
AIDS, that chance is xenogeneic 
transfer. T

Ryan White on Critical List

Debate on reauthorization of 
the Ryan White CARE Act began 
Friday, July 21 on the floor of the 
Senate, with arch-nemesis Senator 
Jesse Helms (R-North Carolina) 
mouthing vitriolic anti-gay state¬ 
ments. But the larger enemy may 
be time and the crush of events as 
the Senate plods towards its sum¬ 
mer recess, scheduled to begin 
August 11. 

Most observers believe the bill 
must pass the Senate before that 
date or wait until after the cham¬ 
ber deals with annual appropria¬ 
tions on its return. That raises the 
very real possibility that Ryan 
White will expire and no federal 
funds will be available for AIDS 
care starting with the new fiscal 
year on October 1. 

“This is not AIDS research,” 
charged Helms. “A great bunch of 
[the money] goes to homosexual 
organizations.” He vowed to fight 
“the homosexual lobby” which 
was “exploiting” the name of “lit¬ 
tle Ryan White” to rush the bill 
through the Senate. He also 
claimed that Senate co-sponsors, 
now totaling more than 60, didn’t 
know what they are supporting. 
He was going to change that by 
educating them and also offer a 
handful of no-promo-homo 
amendments to the bill. 

“We are prepared to do battle 
with Senator Helms and his hate¬ 
ful attacks, especially on the gay 
community,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, senior health policy 
analyst with the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund (HRCF). 

The debate on Ryan White is 
not continuous, as is often the case 
with controversial matters, but has 
specific times set aside inter¬ 
spersed with other issues. In this 
case the question of lifting the 
arms embargo on Bosnia has 
gained precedence and is upset¬ 
ting any timetable for when the 


Senate may actually vote on Ryan 
White. Debate on welfare reform, 
slated to begin August 7, is 
expected to drive out discussion 
of most other issues. 

Senator Nancy Kassebaum (R- 
Kansas), a principal sponsor of the 
bill, called together a handful of 
the main AIDS lobbyists on 
Monday, July 24, to discuss strate¬ 
gies in dealing with likely nega¬ 
tive amendments. This is the first 
bill that Kassebaum is shepherd¬ 
ing through the Senate as chair of 
the Labor and Human Resources 
Committee. 

Many of the amendments “cut 
to the heart of the purpose of the 
bill and would undermine the abil¬ 
ity of local communities to effec¬ 
tively implement services,” 
Alexander Robinson told 
Kassebaum. He works on AIDS 
issues for the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and is 
co-chair of NORA (National 
Organizations Responding to 
AIDS). 

“The CARE Act is about local 
organizations understanding and 
evaluating what the need is in 
their community, local control and 
flexibility in targeting dollars to 
where the need is,” said 
Stachelberg, the other NORA co¬ 
chair. 

She warned, “Make no mistake 
about it, the CARE Act with fund¬ 
ing restrictions is arguably one 
which we cannot support.” The 
Senator seemed to agree and 
pledged to fight many of the 
amendments. 

“Helms may come forward 
with an amendment to open it up 
to other diseases, so that ASOs 
(AIDS Services Organizations) 
have to offer the same services to 
people suffering from 
Alzheimer’s, etc.,” said Dan 
Bross, lobbyist for many areas hit 
by the second and third waves of 
HIV infection. “Kassebaum felt 
she could go head-to-head with 


him on that.” 

By late Tuesday it looked like a 
possible negative amendment by 
Don Nickles (R-Oklahoma) had 
been sidetracked. He was consid¬ 
ering a no-growth amendment 
which would limit Ryan White 
spending to current levels for the 
next five years. 

Robinson argues that “the 
more we set in stone, the less flex¬ 
ibility we have to be responsive to 
what has been a changing epidem¬ 
ic.” Bross pointed out that this 
was an attack on the separate 
appropriations process. 

Senator Bob Graham (D- 
Florida) is considering launching 
a floor fight over changes in the 
formula for distributing money to 
Title I and Title II programs. It is a 
fight few supporters of Ryan 
White want to see. 

Bross can’t understand why 
Graham would chose to pick this 
fight, as “you are talking of a per¬ 
cent or two of only a couple of 
million dollars.” 

Mandatory testing of pregnant 
women for HIV is a perennial 
issue and perhaps the greatest 
uncertainty in this round of 
debate. 

Stachelberg continues to urge 
people to contact their Senators. 
The key messages are that Ryan 
White must be voted on before the 
August recess, and it must be a 
clean bill, without crippling 
amendments. 

She praised Senator Orrin 
Hatch (R-Utah) in particular, for 
his leadership on the issue, and 
wants to see other Senators take 
on the misinformation and hate 
likely to billow forth from Helms 
on the floor of the Senate. T

The National Association of People with AIDS, a 
non-profit education and advocacy organization for 
the HIV community for more than 12 years, 
announced July 24 that it has launched MedExpress, 
an air express pharmacy delivering medications to the 
doors of PWAs. 

Although the idea of a mail-order drugstore is not 
new, MedExpress is unique in that it is supported by a 
non-profit group like NAPWA. “Profits realized 
through this venture will be reinvested into the HIV 
community through increased education, advocacy, 
and technical assistance programs provided by 
NAPWA,” said spokesperson Bill Gunn. 

“The idea of a mail-order pharmaceutical capabili¬ 
ty for the HIV community has been long-standing and 
poorly addressed,” according to Dr. Eric Goosby, 
director of HIV/AIDS Policy for the Public Health 
Service. “The concept proposed by NAPWA is timely 
and exciting in its potential ability to alleviate this 
national problem.”

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Gay activist Joey van Es- 
Ballesteros, 32, died at his San 
Francisco home on the evening of 
Tuesday, July 18 of AIDS-related 
kidney and liver failure. 

Born in New Jersey, van Es- 
Ballesteros was a well-known 
New York City political activist 
and onetime aide to Manhattan 
Borough President Andrew Stein 
before he moved to San Francisco 
and became involved in local pro¬ 
gressive political causes. 

Co-founder of the New York 
City Lesbian and Gay Community 
Services Center in 1984, van Es- 
Ballesteros was also active as a 
gay youth organizer with Lesbian 
and Gay Youth of New York. After 
he moved to San Francisco in 
1986, van Es-Ballesteros was 
closely associated with Names 
Quilt founder Cleve Jones, and 
served as an international coordi¬ 
nator of the Names Quilt tours. He 
was also active in the New Pacific 
Academy, a short-lived leadership 
training institute. 

The former office manager for 
lesbian attorney Roberta 
Achtenberg’s successful 1990 bid 
for a seat on the board of supervi¬ 
sors, van Es-Ballesteros was also 
active in former Mayor Art 
Agnos’s 1991 re-election effort 
and was operations manager for 
Jones’s fruitless 1992 bid for 
supervisor. 

“Joey was one of the strongest 
innovators in the progressive 
community. He attacked injustice 
and discrimination with deep pas¬ 
sion and a razor sharp intellect. I 
will miss his talents as a colleague 
and a community leader and I will 
sorely miss the counsel and com¬ 
panionship of my close friend,” 
Achtenberg said in a press state¬ 
ment. 

A co-chair of the 1993 
National March on Washington 
D.C., van Es-Ballesteros also 
served as Acting Director of the 
Blue Ribbon Committee on 
National Service and as co-chair 
of the SF Advisory Committee on

Strange friends 

Despite Jesse Helms denounc¬ 
ing PWAs as evil fuckpigs who 
only got what we deserved, more 
and more people are jumping on 
the AIDS bandwagon. The latest 
unlikely activist is Mr. Jenkins, 
the Tanqueray gin poster boy. 
Tanqueray is producing postcards 
featuring Mr. Jenkins on a bicycle 
under the logo “The AIDS Ride 
Needs You,’’ to promote the 
California AIDS Ride. 

The link between gin and 
AIDS seems a bit obscure to me. I 
suppose one could claim that gin 
kills AIDS in the test tube - 
almost everything does. And 
some people are on gin therapy 
for AIDS; it doesn’t help you 
fight off the disease, but if you 
drink enough, you don’t care any¬ 
more. 

Mr. Jenkins is best known in 
the gay community for a poster of 
his that was “corrected” to read 
“Mr. Jenkins’ mouth gets a taste 
for ass when he drinks too much 
vermouth.” The alteration was 
done so cleverly that it was really 
impossible to tell that the poster 
had been tampered with at all. 
The altered ad, on 18th Street at a 
bus stop just west of Castro, 
stayed up for several weeks. This 
may have been because it took the 
advertiser that long to realize it 
had been tampered with, or it may 
have been because the billboard’s 
corrector, after opening the dis¬ 
play case to update the poster, 
resealed it with one-way, anti¬ 
theft, non-removable bolts. 

Well, Mr. Jenkins may not fit 
the stereotype of an activist - he 
doesn’t, for example, wear a 
black leather jacket covered with 
stickers and buttons - but we 
can’t afford to be picky; we’ll 
take whatever help we can get. If 
you see Mr, Jenkins at the AIDS 
ride, give him my regards and 
thanks. 

Nor is Mr. Jenkins the only 
unlikely activist to join the ranks. 
In the New York Times a few 
weeks ago, there was an interest¬ 
ing morsel for AIDS activists. 
Apparently one Donald Nixon, 
nephew of the ill-famed and little- 
lamented president, was being 
held by Cuban authorities on 
unspecified charges. The brief 
report says that Nixon was in 
Cuba to visit fugitive broker 
Robert Vesco, whom Cuba was 
then talking about extraditing to 
the U.S. (a deal that broke down 
when Castro decided that we 
weren’t going to give him enough 
in return). 

Nixon, according to the report, 
was in Cuba to talk to Vesco about 
investing in a new AIDS cure! 
What a great story: a fugitive 
banker, the nephew of a discredit¬ 
ed president, Cuba, etc. It would 
look more at home in a supermar¬ 
ket tabloid that the Times, but this 
is an era where the old lines are 
getting rather blurred.

Nixon and Vesco were talking 
about - assuming for the moment 
that it’s not just a cover story - 
please contact me at this paper 
and let me know. I try to keep an 
open mind, but goddess, it does 
get difficult sometimes. T

I I eff Getty’s attempt to get 
i a transplant of baboon 
^ > bone marrow got past a 

major bureaucratic road¬ 
block last week, setting off a flur¬ 
ry of speculation in the media. 
Jeff would be one of the first 
humans to ever get a “xenogenic” 
- across species - transplant. 

Hopefully, it will give him an 
immune system immune to AIDS. 
It is a very risky procedure, and 
many authorities are reluctant to 
let Jeff try it. They claim that 
they’re worried that his selfish 
attempt to save his life will launch 
hitherto unknown baboon dis¬ 
eases loose among the human 
population. 

The news show I watched 
which reported on this backed up 
this potential threat with clips 
from Outbreak, a wildly unrealis¬ 
tic movie about a plague loosely 
based on AIDS. So on the one 
hand you have scientific opinion, 
which universally denies that any 
such threat exists, and on the 
other you have ... clips from a 
Hollywood potboiler. It is a sad 
sign of the low state of public 
debate when science has to con¬ 
tend with fiction. 

The simple fact is that if Jeff 
does get some baboon disease - 
and this has never happened in 
any of the xenogenic transplants, 
human or otherwise, done to date 
- it will clearly be a blood-bom 
disease. Diseases of the blood, 
like AIDS, may be infectious but 
they’re not contagious; they’re 
rather hard to pass on. So if Jeff 
does get some obscure baboon 
disease, it would be a fairly sim¬ 
ple matter to keep him isolated 


and keep it from spreading. 

What Getty’s critics are really 
afraid of is that individuals like 
Jeff are challenging their control 
of science. They’d like to sit on 
this for a few years, just to make 
sure it’s safe and profitable. And 
they want the determination that 
it’s safe to be made by them - not 
by Jeff. His attempts to save his 
own life have led him to infringe 
on what they see hs their authori¬ 
ty, their privileges, and they are 
working to defend them against 
this “attack.” 

Jeff is taking a huge risk - 
putting his life on the line. But 
when you have AIDS, doing noth¬ 
ing is risky, too. His determina¬ 
tion to try this procedure may or 
may not save his life, but in either 
case, it will move AIDS research 
forward by a tremendous bound. 

Anyway, it’s his life and he 
should be allowed to take whatev¬ 
er measures he dares. Those who 
are opposing him with their inflat¬ 
ed fears of nonexistent risks are 
not only denying him his rights, 
they are also working to slow 
down research in general, which 
will cost even more lives in the 
long mn. 

The New York Times gives Jeff 
about a zero percent chance of 
surviving the operation. But Jeff 
has bucked the odds before. The 
day after the procedure. I’m going 
to risk awful, unknown baboon 
diseases to deliver a bunch of 
bananas to him: the Monkey Man 
who’s making a monkey out of 
the bureaucrats. 

Catholic spontaneity 

If you have a fax, you probably 
got a letter from Catholic 
Charities not too long ago. This 
broadside, faxed to just about 
every gay organization in town, 
called on all “friends of Catholic 
Charities” to write letters to this 
paper protesting my brief com¬ 
ments on that organization in my 
June 29 column. It is a sign, per¬ 
haps, of the flagging faith the 
Catholic Church commands that 
this broadside only produced a 
single letter in the July 20 issue. 

Bob Nelson, the pope of 
Catholic Charities, advised his 
faxees that the Peter Claver 
Community has a spotless reputa¬ 
tion (aside from those persistent 
charges of staff homophobia and 
that unfortunate TB epidemic that 
carried off a number of residents); 
he denies that Shanti House has 
reduced its staff (a charge I never 
made, but since he can’t defend 
himself from the accusations I did 
make, he has to content himself 
with refuting arguments I didn’t 
put out) and waffles on the fact 
that they’re hassling dope-smok¬ 
ers in the residences they run. 

Just for the record. Bob, what 
is Catholic Charities’ official 
stand on dope smoking? It is a 
point you conspicuously avoid 
taking up in your letter to this 
paper. What happens to a resident 
of one of your houses who gets 
caught toking up? My guess is 
that you kick them out on the 
streets, but I’d be interested to 
hear your line on this. 

I, alas, don’t have a fax, so I 
must use this column to encour¬ 
age you, dear readers, to send 
“spontaneous” letters to Catholic 
Charities. Tell them that if they

the Bay Area Reporter that 
while Arguedas is “an 
excellent lawyer,” he’s not 
convinced that her efforts 
will be of much value. 

And like every other 
lawyer on the face of the 
earth, Wotman has his opin¬ 
ion about Simpson’s guilt 
or innocence, and how to 
manage his legal defense. 

“I don’t know what she 
can do in this situation,” 
Wotman said. “He’s obvi¬ 
ously guilty to me. I think it 
would be a tremendous 
mistake if he takes the 
stand. It would open Mr. 
Simpson up to cross-exami¬ 
nation. That’s not such a 
good idea. In my opinion, 
the facts of the case are 
overwhelmingly against 
him.” 

Arguedas’s involvement 
with the Simpson defense is 
not the first lesbian angle 


connected to the brutal 
murders of Nicole Brown 
Simpson and Ronald 
Goldman. 

Last year a tabloid news¬ 
paper reported that shortly 
before she was murdered, 
Nicole Simpson met with 
jwpular television evange¬ 
list Dr. Robert Shuller of 
the Crystal Cathedral fame. 

According to the tabloid 
article, Simpson asked 
Shuller to save her from 
“lesbian love hell” - report¬ 
edly her relationship with 
friend Faye Resnick. 
Resnick’s relationship with 
Nicole and O.J. Simpson 
became the subject of a 
hastily-written, first person, 
tell-all book. Her cocaine 
addiction troubles led to 
commitment to a drug treat¬ 
ment center and a Simpson 
defense strategy in which 
attorneys have suggested 
Resnick’s debts may have 
prompted drug dealers to 
commit the notorious slay¬ 
ings. T

official consensus - no gay agenda - at the close of 
the meeting. 

Is Clinton’s re-election important? 

One issue that caused an apparent split in the loose 
group was Clinton’s re-election. One camp, led by LA 
Stonewall President Eric Bauman, proposed that gay 
people should do everything they can to re-elect the 
president, considering that the alternative is presump¬ 
tive Republican candidate Senator Bob Dole. The 
other camp, led by Duran, suggested that gays should 
only support Clinton if he meets specific pre-condi¬ 
tions. 

“I’ve eaten at the White House and I’ve been 
arrested at the White House,” Duran said. “I worked 
very hard for Clinton’s election. But I am very angry 
about their not filing an amicus brief in the Colorado 
Amendment 2 case - even more than over the devas¬ 
tating gays in the military debacle. 

“Clinton’s re-election is important, but not uncon¬ 
ditionally,” he said, “and since California is so impor¬ 
tant, gays in California have a responsibility to make 
sure there are conditions attached to support. 

“We don’t have to vote for Bill Clinton. We don’t 
have to vote at all,” he said. “We’re not threatening 
the president. We’re telling him how to win the elec¬ 
tion. If Bob Dole wins, it won’t be because Bill 
Clinton supported gay and lesbian rights. It’ll be 
because the American people didn’t think Bill Clinton 
stood for anything.” 


On the issue of Affirmative Action, the group 
heard from Assemblymember Antonio Villaraigosa 
(D-Silverlake). Duran paraphrased Villaraigosa as 
saying that Kuehl wasn’t just an advocate for lesbians 
and gays in the Statehouse, but also for children and 
the poor. “So when I’m asked to support gay and les¬ 
bian issues, I recognize your issues as my own,” he 
said, “and that we’re all tied together.” 

The Assemblymember also reminded the audience 
that when asked. Latinos and African-Americans sup¬ 
ported gays over the AB 101 issue. Now Latinos and 
African-Americans are asking for your support and 
we should get it, Duran recalls him as saying. 

The Sacto picture 

Term limits in the state Legislature means “there’s 
a whole new game” in Sacramento, according to 
Duran. Pro-gay Assemblymembers Willie Brown, 
Richard Katz, and Terry Friedman are among the leg¬ 
islators leaving at a time when right-wing 
Republicans are attempting to impose a conservative 
ideology on the governing body. 

Conference attendees also discussed possible ways 
to shift more power to Kuehl, who is well-liked even 
by her opponents. Supervisor Carole Migden, now 
running unopposed for the Assembly seat now held by 
Willie Brown, is expected to join Kuehl in 
Sacramento, but Duran said she won’t be sworn in 
until January of 1996 and “we need to get to work 
now” to shore up support among existing 
Assembly members. 

The group broke up with representatives only 
agreeing to discuss the issues with their constituen¬ 
cies. ▼

rid of their ghetto - or narrowly-defined - 
programs.” 

Berson, who said she was a lesbian, 
called the pending changes “exciting” and 


said what the station is trying to do is to 
“create opportunities for new voices to get 
on the air.” She said the station has had a lot 
of gay and lesbian programs, and will con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

Berkeley’s KPFA is the oldest listener- 
supported radio station in the nation, but its 
listener base has shrunk in recent years, pos¬ 


sibly because of the “dead weight” of some 
monthly programs. The station has tradi¬ 
tionally maintained a left-of-center politi¬ 
cal/ideological base. The station carries, for 
example, former Governor Jerry Brown’s 
syndicated program, Lamble indicated. 

According to Berson, who was the non¬ 
profit station’s program director from 1987 


to 1990 and has been in her present post for 
two years, KPFA gets 85 percent of its fund¬ 
ing from listener subscriptions. 

Fruit Punch had been airing at 7 p.m. on 
Wednesday night, and “Conceivably it 
might come back,” Berson said. ▼

T odd Haynes completed the black-market “Barbie” cult classic 
Superstar: The Karen Carpenter Story in 1988. Poison, his first feature 
film, premiered at the Sundance Film Festival in 1992, where it was 
awarded the Grand Jury Prize. Haynes’ brilliantly funny Dottie Gets 
Spanked aired on public television this year. His latest film. Safe, which stars 
Julianne Moore, is about to take the world by storm. 

Safe concerns an affluent housewife whose comfortable existence is disrupted 
by increasingly violent reactions to everyday chemicals, fragrances and fumes. 
Diagnosed with “Twentieth Century Disease,” she escapes to a New Age healing 
community to discover new friends and foes. 

Todd Haynes may look like a clean-cut innocent from the Midwest, but it’s an 
edgy story like this that demonstrates his unique sophistication and style as a film¬ 
maker. While each one of his films is wildly different from the next, dl are twisted 
with a compelling white trash aesthetic and an uninhibited queer intelligence. His 
works don’t aim to please, it’s true, but Haynes is singlehandedly expanding the 
boundaries of queer filmmaking. I recently interviewed the filmmaker in New York 
about Safe and other projects. 

Cathay Che: Safe is getting a lot more publicity than your other projects did. 
Are you basking in all the publicity? 

Todd Haynes: I’m enjoying it, which has everything to do with my comfort 
level in talking about the film. It’s taken three years to put the financing together 
for Safe. I was only asking for a million dollars, but I held out for creative free-

Larry Clark and Teenage America

L arry Clark’s film Kids opens with two teenagers kissing, and instantly the audience 
knows that this is no lame Hollywood version of teenage life. These kids ^e really 
sucking face. And in the next scene, young Telly (Leo Fitzpatrick) brags to chum 
Casper (Justin Pierce) that he’s broken in another virgin, his favorite pastime. 
Welcome to the real world of teenage America, where underage kids smoke, drink, do 
drugs and fuck without condoms. Director Larry Clark is famous for his photographs of 
wayward youths in his books Tulsa and Teenage Lust, and when he wanted to make a real 
teenage film, he cast kids he met skateboarding on the street with his son. These kids range 
in age from 15 to 19, not twentysomething actors playing young. And even though Clark’s 
movie is scripted and acted, the kids and the ways they spend their time seem totally authen¬ 
tic. 

Telly and Casper and their friends talk the talk, walk the walk, and mostly have sex on 
their minds. Actors Fitzpatrick and Pierce perfectly embody the cockiness and bravado of 
youth. Through them, viewers will remem^r forgotten teenage joys, like spitting over the 
bannister down three stories, or pissing on the street, or stealing beer. They watch skate¬ 
boarding videos at their group’s crash pad. They score weed in the park, huff whippets, 
smoke up a storm. But the film’s most shocking detail is how often, and how casually, these 
kids have unsafe sex. 

Unprotected intercourse is a major factor in Kids. The film starts and ends with scenes of 
Telly deflowering virgins and Casper forcing himself on Jennie (Chloe Sevigny), who’s 
wasted on a pill some creepy friend pushes on her in a club. In a clever and telling sequence, 
Clark cuts back and forth between scenes of a group of boys boasting about sex, and a group 
of girls giggling through the same discussion. Condoms are a drag, according to the boys -

aul Rudnick had a dif- 
I' y ferent play in mind 

when he first thought of 

Jeffrey, the central fig¬ 
ure in his hit play of the same 
name, back in the late ’80s. 
Jeffrey, a young man who gives 
up sex because he fears getting 
AIDS, was a character who kept 
bugging Rudnick, demanding 
that a play be written around 
him and his issues. “So I just 
surrendered,’’ says Rudnick dur¬ 
ing a recent phone interview 
from New York. 

How do you begin a story 
about the fear of sex? Why, in 
bed, of course, and that’s exact¬ 
ly where Jeffrey starts. Rudnick 
admits he wanted his audiences 
to feel they were, like Jeffrey, on 
an emotional roller coaster, or, 
in this case, in a bed that seemed 
to contain the entire gay popula¬ 
tion of Manhattan. “It’s like a

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clown car at the circus,’’ the 
playwright muses, “where you 
see this bed which seems to 
have just two guys in it, and 
suddenly, one after another, 
hundreds of people start pop¬ 
ping out of it. So, right from the 
beginning it says expect any¬ 
thing.” 

Beginning four years ago in a 
tiny off-off Broadway theatre 
for what was only supposed to 
be a three-week run, Jeffrey has 
played across the country, been 
translated into Japanese, and is 
now a major motion picture fea¬ 
turing Patrick Stewart, 
Sigourney Weaver, Olympia 
Dukakis, Kathy Najimy, and an 
attractive cast of film newcom¬ 
ers. 

Rudnick, whose body of 
work includes the play I Hate 
Hamlet, inspired by the ghost of 
John Barrymore, and the screen¬ 
play for Addams Family Values. 
had never before been tempted 
to adapt one of his own works 
for the screen. “Sometimes it’s 
best to throw out the original 
entirely and rethink it from 
square one. I was a little too 
attached to Jeffrey to do that, but 
I did try to be ruthless.” 

Early in the film there’s a 
moment that Rudnick is espe¬ 
cially proud of, the first time 
Jeffrey kisses would-be 
boyfriend Steven after they 
meet cute at the gym. 
Explaining that same-sex kisses 
are often the kiss of death even 
in gay-friendly movies, Rudnick 
thought of a visual joke that 
both blunts and mocks the knee 
jerk reactions of het viewers. 
“Audiences have been condi¬ 
tioned to say, ‘Oh no, not that.’ 
So I thought we could go from 
the first kiss to a movie theatre 
where a bunch of mall teenagers 
are watching the movie of 
Jeffrey and being thoroughly 
grossed out, except, of course, 
the girls get a little swoony over 
it. It was the kind of quick cut 
you could never do on stage.” 

Everybody’s funny 

Despite what some critics 
say, Rudnick insists that the 
term AIDS comedy is not an 
oxymoron. “AIDS is not funny. 
AIDS is a hideous tragedy, but 
people are almost always funny. 
Fifteen years into the crisis and 
there’s still no cure and very few 
treatments. Humor is the only 
weapon we have.” The play¬ 
wright says he showed early 
drafts of the play to friends who 
were either HIV positive or had 
full-blown AIDS and “they were 
pleased that the PWA characters 
were not victims or people sim¬ 
ply defined by their disease.”

Declaring himself a “comic 
writer,” Rudnick confesses he 
was basically helpless in his 
treatment of the subject. 

Critics of Jeffrey have sug¬ 
gested that the central character 
comes off as a self-absorbed 
jerk who treats friends and 
lovers as if they were radioac¬ 
tive. Rudnick disagrees but says 
he understands the difficulty 
some viewers may have identi¬ 
fying with a character who is so 
self-protective. “It’s very tricky 
because Jeffrey keeps making 
wrong decisions throughout the 
movie and yet he has to remain 
appealing - he has to be some¬ 
body the audience still likes and 
roots for and feels is their friend, 
and that’s really tough.” 

Rudnick explains that many 
of the film’s more likable char¬ 
acters were designed to satirize 
the culture that has grown up 
around AIDS. But Jeffrey is a 
more down-to-earth character, a 
somewhat passive, ordinary guy 
“who’s not competing with the 
insanity those other actors are 
aiming for. I was careful to keep 
that balance. Also the love story 
between Jeffrey and Steven is 
set in relief against the craziness 
of the world, which is tricky to 
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pull off on film.” Rudnick cred¬ 
its Christopher Ashley (director 
of both film and play) with 
crafting Jeffrey in the screen 
comedy style of Woody Allen 
and Spike Lee - “hard-edged 
satire mixed with very real feel¬ 
ings and real romance.” 

The moral center of the film, 
the playwright adds, is really the 
intergenerational couple 

Sterling, (Patrick Stewart) a 
flamboyant interior designer, 
and Darius (Bryan Batt), his 
much younger chorus boy lover, 
who walks around their fabu¬ 
lously-appointed apartment 
wearing his costume from Cats. 
Jeffrey secretly admires both 
men, says Rudnick, but can’t 
seem to emulate either one. 
“They’re a couple who at first 
seem almost stereotypical, but 
who are actually the strongest 
and sanest characters because 
they’re not going to be defeated. 
They are the people Jeffrey 
needs to listen to.” 

Great cameos 

Since it was clear from the 
start that Jeffrey was going to be 
a sexually-explicit film about 
illness, romance, and the fear of 
sex, the producers had a hard 
time selecting a quality cast. 
Then Sigourney Weaver agreed 
to play the part of New Age 
evangelist Debra Moorehouse 
and things changed for the bet¬ 
ter. “It gave the film real credi¬ 
bility,” says Rudnick. 
“Suddenly people were more 
open to us. I love it when she 
appears in this white pantsuit in 
front of a bright scarlet drape. 
It’s like Triumph of the Will - 
you couldn’t imagine anyone 
not signing up for this gorgeous 
cult.” 

Rudnick pleads guilty to tak¬ 
ing certain liberties with the 12- 
step movement through 
Moorehouse’s character. 
“Because it takes itself so seri¬ 
ously, it’s too delicious not to

and does it all. No other film 
critic offers the shallow yet 
insightful, hilarious yet dis¬ 

turbingly accurate cinematic 
commentary that Libby does. 
But then again, no other film 
critic is the fictitious alter ego of 
gay playwright Paul Rudnick. 
Anyone familiar with Rudnick’s 
best-known play (and soon-to- 
be-released movie) Jeffrey 
knows the kind of high caliber 
quips this writer is capable of, 
but once he dons his Libby per¬ 
sona, he reduces the fine art of 
film critique to the gut-busting 
hilarity Siskel and Ebert only 
dream of (and from time to time 
inadvertently achieve). 

The Gelman-Waxner bril¬ 
liance has been harnessed and put 
between the covers of a new 
paperback collection of her 
Premiere columns entitled If You 
Ask Me. Who needs the dry 
prose of Maslin or Kael when 
you can slurp up the juicy riffs of 
Gelman-Waxner, a woman 
whose greatest cinematic aspjra- 

Gelman-Quaid, wife of Dennis, 
or to see hunky male movie stars 
take their clothes off? As Libby 
says, ‘Tingling hormones are the 
basis of all fine auteur works and 

any truly in-depth film criticism.' 
Sure, books make you think, 
music makes you dance and tele¬ 
vision makes you buy things, but 
only movies, in Libby’s humble 
opinion, “give you someone to 
think about when you’re kissing 
your husband.” 

There’s no subject upon 
which Libby is unable to 
expound. Of course she offers 
her pithy two cents on the cur¬ 
rent cinema, but the best bits are 
her thoughts on everything from 
old sitcoms (“I thought the girl 
who played Cathy on The Patty 
Duke Show was very talented - 
whatever happened to her?”) to 
pop music (dissing Suzanne 
Vega she says, “Here is a girl 
with at least one black leotard, a 
thrift-shop fedora, and a serious 
patchouli habit - I mean, we’re 
talking herbal tea and cat hairs, 
if you ask me.”) and everything 
in between. 

The tidbits from Libby’s per¬ 
sonal life are especially insight¬ 
ful: “I remember when I was lit¬ 
tle and I first overheard my par¬ 
ents having sex. My mother was 
screaming so loud I thought that 
either something was on sale or 
someone had taken the plastic 
slipcovers off the living room 
couches.” 

The best way to read this col¬ 
lection is in short bursts because 
Rudnick’s clever bon mots tend 
to wear one down and are best 
appreciated in small quantities. 
In fact, a single Libby column 
makes for perfect bathroom 
reading, though roommates may 
wonder why so much laughter is 
coming from behind that closed 
door. T

they destroy a hard-on. And in a 
perfect encapsulation of the dif¬ 
ference between the sexes, the 
boys gloat that girls love giving 
blow jobs: “That’s why chicks 
live longer than guys!

Quick cut to 
the girls gagging and going off 
into gales of nervous laughter 
when the same topic comes up.

The results of an HIV test 
provide the story line on which 
the rest of the movie hangs. 
Although only Jennie deals with 
the tragic reality of knowing her 
serostatus, the audience realizes 
that several of the film’s most 
sexually active characters are 
unwittingly infecting them¬ 
selves and others. This is a har¬ 
rowing and all-too-real combi¬ 
nation of life-and-death stakes 
with juvenile irresponsibility 

Kids is being advertised as a 
wake-up call to Americans 
about the amoral world their 
children inhabit. In fact, as a 
big, splashy cover story in The 
New York Times pointed out last 
week, Kids is only the latest in a 
long line of “Do you know 
where your kids are?” films that 
dates back to Rebel Without A

o those not yet familiar 
with the work of artist 
and writer David 
Wojnarowicz, who died 
in 1992 of AIDS at age 37, 
Steve McLean’s Postcards 
From America (Castro Theatre 
July 28-August 3) will provide a 
tantalizing introduction. 

McLean’s handsome film is a 
reserved evocation of 
Wojnarowicz’ sensibility, which 
is explored relentlessly in his 
writings, notably Close to the 
Knives (1990) and Memories 
That Smell Like Gasoline 
(1992), on which Postcards is 
loosely based. While the film 
doesn’t shy away from depict¬ 
ing some of the more colorful 
episodes from a life that blazed 
out in technicolor violence, the 
visual beauty and dreamlike 
quality of Postcards renders the 
Wojnarowicz biography more as 
myth than gritty documentary. 

In a sense, this is a fitting 
treatment: Wojnarowicz has 
posthumously become some¬ 
thing of an icon of postmodern 
queer culture, a transcendent 
millennial martyr figure. His 
writing seethes with rage at his 
untimely death, the final insult 
in a life filled with assaults on 
his humanity. Born on the rough 
fringes of working-class 
America, subjected in child-

father, Wojnarowicz literally 
embodied the cruel paradoxes 
of a culture enthralled by its 
own destructiveness. In his own 
body and psyche he forged an 
uneasy marriage of desire and 
rage, a talent for danger, and a 
finely-honed sensitivity to 
beauty. 

The film opens with scenes of 
the adult David (soulful-eyed 
Jim Lyons), which tells us that 
Postcards doesn’t follow a linear 
narrative structure but moves 
back and forth in time, intercut¬ 
ting memoiy sequences of young 
Da-irid (Olmo Tighc) and the 
New York strcct-huiJtliii^ <>£ 


teen David (Michael Tighe). All 
three Davids exhibit a similar 
wary intelligence and survivor’s 
impassivity, seemingly dissociat¬ 
ed from events even as they are 
caught up in them. When his 
father, a pressure cooker of bare¬ 
ly-contained frustration (Michael 
^nger), menacingly brandishes 
a gun while David’s mother 
(Maggie Low) attempts to pro¬ 
tect him with her own body, the 
young boy’s eyes register curios¬ 
ity behind the abject fear. 

Anyone familiar with the 
perverse, erotic component in 

inevitability and the exquisiicr 


sense of slowly- 
building tension 
that evokes a 
rhythm of sexual 
desire, will recog¬ 
nize the thinly- 
veiled excitement 
in that gaze.

Even as a streetwise hustler 
entertaining violent notions of 
his own - a fantasy of smashing 
the skull of an unctuously con¬ 
descending trick, a comically 
inept attempt at mugging a gay 
yuppie - David’s personality 
seems infused with poetic gen¬ 
tleness, an aesthetic sensitivity 
that belies the grim reality of his 
life. We can only wonder what 
Wojnarowicz’ work would have 
been like if he had lived differ¬ 
ently or longer. McLean’s ethe¬ 
real Postcards from America 
limns the life of this compelling 
character, a man who raged bril¬ 
liantly and unsentimentally 
against his own dying light and 
an indifferent, brutal world. 

‘Tom’s Flesh’ 

Playing with Postcards is 
Tom’s Flesh by Tom di Maria, 
co-produced and co-directed by 
Jane C. Wagner. This experi¬ 
mental short film combines 
Super-8 footage (shot by Tina di 
Feliciantonio), Pixel-Vision 
imagery, and still photographs 
in a quasi-documentary mon¬ 
tage that explores the filmmak¬ 
er’s own history of childhood 
abuse and how it’s played out in 
adulthood in a tormented self- 
image, eating disorders, and an 
obsession with body-manipula¬ 
tion, including “cosmetic” 
surgery. In just under ten min- 

prisingly powerful and visually 
intriguing exploration of these 
issues. The film also reminds us 
that the dark legacy of abuse^ 

lac tyranny ot body-hatred, and 
the constriction of oppressive 
social norms of beauty are not 
borne by women alone. T 


kid in very dangerous times, not 
making judgments or moral pro¬ 
nouncements. Hollywood 
teenager movies can’t disguise 
an adult point of view; Kids dis¬ 
penses with adults almost 
entirely. The only parent we see. 
Telly’s mom, m^es the briefest 
of appearances while Telly 
steals some of her cash to score 
drugs with Casper. She’s breast¬ 
feeding her baby while dragging 
on a cigarette: the tableau 
recalls Clark’s famous photo¬ 
graph of a pregnant junkie 
shooting up. 

The action centers on 
Washington Square Park, where 
this group of kids hangs out, 
skates, buys ganja. But don’t 
expect any panoramic scenes of 
NYC - scenes of turnstyle¬ 
jumping and beggars in the sub¬ 
way serve as local color. 
Otherwise, Clark’s camera is in 
tight, focussing on his charac¬ 
ters in close-up or small groups. 
He doesn’t have to give us 
many shots of the city these kids 
inhabit; we know the corruption 
of the adult world all too well. 
But when he brings us, inti¬ 
mately and honestly, into their 
private world, Clark serves up a 
strong dose of reality not often 
portrayed in film. The artistic 
success of Kids gives reason to 
hope that Clark will go on to 
make more films, perhaps a 
sequel to this one. Does Larry 
Clark have the vision to contin¬ 
ue filming as, inevitably, these 
kids hit the skids? ▼

Todd Haynes' Safe 

Desperate Living

% arol White, the principal 

s ^ character in Todd 
' Haynes’ new film Safe, 
is the type of person 
you could meet at a dinner party 
and not recognize in the super¬ 
market the next day. Aside from 
a couple of quirks - aerobics 
classes don’t make her sweat 
and she drinks milk by the gal¬ 
lon - she’s as ordinary as her 
name suggests. Ordinary, until 
she comes down with 
“Twentieth Century Disease” 
and develops violent allergies to 
almost everything around her. 

White, played by Nine 
Month’s Julianne Moore, might 
seem an unlikely choice for a 
movie’s central character, but 
consider the source. Writer and 
director Todd Haynes has held a 
gruesome fascination with soci¬ 
ety’s victims since his contro¬ 
versial 1988 debut. Superstar: 
The Karen Carpenter Story, in 
which he used Barbie-like dolls 
to tell the anorexic folk singer’s 
tragic story. His first feature 
film, 1990’s much-acclaimed 
Poison, focused on a Jean 
Genet-like homosexual prison¬ 
er, a sexually abused boy, and a 
scientist who, while working for 
the enlightenment of mankind, 
acquired a disfiguring and con¬ 
tagious disease. 

No wonder then that Haynes 
has written a follow-up feature 
wherein the modem world is 


again the protagonist’s worst 
enemy. This time the evil lurks 
in the chemicals we use to style 
our hair, the food we eat, and 
even the air we breathe. Though 
Carol White is as insulated from 
society’s problems as she can be 
- she lives in an affluent and 
isolated San Fernando Valley 
suburb - she can’t escape her 
own body, a body that suddenly 
turns against her. 

What begins as a general 
“under-the-weather” feeling 
combined with sudden allergic 
reactions to fumes and fra¬ 
grances becomes increasingly 
intense and all-encompassing. 
White’s friends and husband 
(Xander Berkeley) are bewil¬ 
dered; her doctor, believing the 
illness is psychosomatic, sends 
White to a psychiatrist. Feeling 
alone and helpless. White 
notices a flier posted in the gym 
announcing an environmental 
illness support group. After suf¬ 
fering a violent reaction to 
chemicals in a dry-cleaning 
shop and ending up in the hospi¬ 
tal, she travels to a camp in 
New Mexico where people with 
environmental illness go to 
“detox.” 

The detox camp is run by a 
charismatic leader named Peter 
(Peter Friedman), who lives in a 
mansion above the spartan 
grounds and claims he is both 
environmentally sensitive and 
living with AIDS. The camp 
also has some other, rather cult¬

like characteris¬ 
tics: lack of 
vacy, separation 
of men and 
women, and 
rules against 
sexual rela¬ 
tions. In this 
restrictive, yet 
seemingly safe, 
environment. 

White struggles 
to regain her 
health and take 
back her life. 

Through his 
photography, 

Alex Nepomni- 
aschy affirms 
our impression 
of Carol White 
as an isolated 
individual; she 
is often shot from far away 
against a huge set, whether it’s 
her sprawling Los Angeles home 
or the New Mexico desert. 'The 
lighting, at times painfully dark, 
also emphasizes her solitary sta¬ 
tus and gives the film an eerie 
cast. Unlike so many films set in 
the West, there is no sun¬ 
drenched glow here; when light is 
present, it is harsh and blinding. 

Haynes’ scenario is com¬ 
pelling, and his layer-by-layer 
unfolding of the story well 
done, at least during Safe’s first 
half. As in Poison, Haynes 
rejects handing his audience 
clear-cut answers. Like Carol 
White’s sometimes sympathetic 


husband, Greg, the audience 
must struggle with many of the 
central questions in the film: Is 
White really suffering from 
“Twentieth Century Disease,” 
or is she a hypochondriac? Is 
she being drawn into a cult? 
How much can our minds influ¬ 
ence our bodies? 

But after Carol White arrives 
in New Mexico, the film falls 
flat. Although the story contin¬ 
ues to focus on White, the cir¬ 
cumstances of our milquetoast 
heroine no longer make her 
interesting. Now surrounded by 
people who believe in her ill¬ 
ness, her health isn’t improving 
or worsening. She no longer has

dom, which is the most impor¬ 
tant thing. 

How did you pitch the film to 
investors? 

From the start I had to be 
public about the content of the 
film, which is hard since I 
haven’t worked out my own 
confusion around my subject, 
like why make this story into a 
film? 

Well, why do you make 
films? You strike me as a gener¬ 
ally aware and observant per¬ 
son who could work in any 
number of artistic mediums. 
Why film? 

Until college (Haynes went 
to Brown), I was a very serious 
painter and was committed to 
theater and music-making. But 
I’ve been making films since I 
was a kid and I realized that 
film was the most innately 
social medium, so I surrendered 
to it. The styles with which I 
choose to tell my stories all 
come from mainstream 
Hollywood, though the content 
is a little different. 

A little? Following your 
homoerotic Poison, some people 
are surprised that Safe isn’t a 
“gtty” film. Is that a criticism? 

I’m an openly gay filmmaker 
and I like being identified as 
such, but it doesn’t mean that 
the content of my films will 
only reflect the content of my 
life. I have an aversion to films 
that only serve to affirm the 
identity of the director or writer. 
It’s limiting when there is a pre¬ 


scription for the content of my 
films coming from either the 
mainstream or gay community. 

Are gay films the flavor of 
the week in Hollywood? 

There’s a current trend in 
Hollywood now to be really 
receptive to gay films, but what 
they want are these family- 
friendly gay stories where gay 
people are depicted “just like 
everyone else” - the lovable, 
adorable homos, etc. So, if 
Hollywood is making these PC 
gay films, it’s our job as gay 
filmmakers to make movies 
about the nightmare of hetero¬ 
sexual depravity, which, of 
course, describes Safe. 

I’ve loved all of your films, 
but Safe is particularly excel¬ 
lent. It haunted me for weeks. 
Some people may find it difficult 
because it doesn’t employ the 
standard entertainment devices, 
and its humor is painful. There’s 
no real action or romance and 
no clear-cut heroes or villains. 

Yes, first Safe encourages 
you to dismiss the characters as 
stereotypes, then it stops you. 
For example, Peter is described 
as a chemically sensitive person 
with AIDS, and audiences 
assume he’s gay. And coming 
from a Todd Haynes film, peo¬ 
ple may assume he’s a reliable 
character, but it’s a nasty trick 
on my part. In the film, I begin 
to undermine his character. 
Peter represents the trend of gay 
men with AIDS in the ’80s who 
are turning to New Age thera¬ 
pies. I have some problems with 
it, but I also wanted to question 
my knee-jerk dismissal and 
prejudices. I try to get the audi¬ 
ence to do that with all of the

Sonya Hemphill's Sensuality 

Sister To Sister 


TELL ME ABOUT YOUR HRST TIME’’

ew York-based play¬ 
wright, producer, and 
performer Sonya 
Hemphill has brought 
her first play to San Francisco 
for a short run at Theatre Rhino. 
Sensuality: One Woman’s 

Coming to Terms With Her 
Sexuality was first staged in 
New York in 1990 by Think It’s 
Not When It Iz, an African 
American lesbian theater com¬ 
pany founded by Hemphill in 
that year. While a little rough 
around the edges technically, 
last week’s opening night per¬ 
formance of the latest incarna¬ 
tion of Sensuality revealed a 
thoughtful, sharp, and witty sen¬ 
sibility. 

Sensuality is a series of 
vignettes tracing the coming-out 
chronology of a central charac¬ 
ter, Casey (Samiya A. Bashir), 
from early childhood intima¬ 
tions of same-sex attraction to 
defiant acceptance as a proud 
black lesbian. Folded into the 
narrative are monologues, 
played variously by Bashir, 
Leslie Meneweather, and local 
favorite Alison Wright, that 
explore sorrow (the “truth in the 
salty water’’ of tears), the deaf¬ 
ening silence of the closet, and 
desire. 

While at times a bit heavy- 
handed, these brief pieces 
nonetheless inspire moving 
moments of recognition. 
Ensemble scenes of a lesbian 
support/discussion group are 
right-on funny as the characters 
share and reenact coming-out

stories and explore issues of 
sexual identity with a delightful¬ 
ly light touch. The performers’ 
palpable warmth and ease with 
each other extends to the audi¬ 
ence. 

The latter half of Sensuality 
focuses on Casey’s relationship 
with her closeted lover Alex 
(Cheryl McClendon). The two 
do the dance of sapphic passion, 
(in a funny and sweetly sexy 
scene about a dildo named 
“Ralph”) and conflict, as out- 
and-proud Casey bristles at 
Alex’s fear of exposure and 
wish to keep her “private life” 
private. Encountering a straight 
high school acquaintance, Alex 
gets trapped in the subtle eva¬ 
sions of the closet. Remarkably, 
Hemphill refuses to judge; 
instead, each character struggles 
to communicate her own per¬ 
spective - politicized lesbian, 
closeted lover, and straight 
woman. In the end, coming out 
is valorized as a necessary act, 
but one that is more powerful 
for being based on accepting 
and honoring love rather than on 
making an ideological stand for 
its own sake. 

Sonya Hemphill shines 


throughout, displaying a fine 
comedic presence in her skillful 
characterizations, evocative 
body language and gestures. 
She plays a wide range of char¬ 
acters, from Casey’s childhood 
friend and naive Wd brother to 
an aggressive street punk who 
runs aground of righteous les¬ 
bian rage and a nervous, straight 
female coworker. Hemphill 
inhabits the masculine roles 
with dead-on accuracy, reveal¬ 
ing traces of the vulnerability 
and fear at the heart of black 
macho posturing. Compassion 
and humor inform Hemphill’s 
writing and performing through¬ 
out Sensuality. 

The production’s pacing and 
staging could be tightened up; 
the audience was left sitting in 
the dark too long during the first 
few transitions between scenes, 
which disrupted the narrative 
flow. Self-reflexive bits of set¬ 
dressing worked better, provid¬ 
ing opportunities for Hemphill 
and Wright, playing their stage¬ 
hand “roles” apparently straight, 
to gently poke fun at lesbian 
stereotypes. Technical quibbles 
aside, the decidedly low-tech 
production may in part reflect 
the company’s grass-roots style 
and intention. Message, not 
image, is clearly most important 
to Hemphill, whose nonprofit 
Think It’s Not When It Iz com¬ 
pany is “dedicated to promoting 
positive gay and lesbian 
imagery in the media [and] edu¬ 
cating the public on gay and les¬ 
bian issues ... to help combat 
existing prejudice and 
ostracism.” T

Maria Faizone in A Face With A View 

Comedian 
With a Future

I ’m always suspicious of one-per¬ 
son shows. I can’t help it, though 
I try to keep an open mind. After 
all, not all solo performers are 
self-indulgent folks in a spotlight act¬ 
ing out pages from their diaries. 

Maria Falzone’s one-woman show, 

A Face With a View, may have dis¬ 
pelled my doubts about solo shows once and for all. Written by 
Faizone and local comedian Hank Donat, A Face With A View 
is funny, engaging and, ultimately, fine theater. 

Falzone’s comic autobiographical show is a tribute to her 
first generation Sicilian mother, Natala. At the same time it’s 
also about her dreams of becoming a comedian. The show^s 
humor is right on the mark, and the pace is fast and furious. 

A particularly good sketch concerns calls from home that 
will ring true to time-zone immigrants to the Bay Area: “No, 
Ma, it’s three hours earlier here. Just like the last time you 
called,” 

Faizone gives a startling physical performance, becoming 
Natala as easily as she portrays herself. At one point, Faizone, 
as the late Natala, walks through the audience commenting at 
random on the assembled patrons. On the night I saw it she 
approved heartily of one audience member’s glass of red wine 
- “Very good. Make the heart strong. You keep with the red 
wine.” I was suiprised she didn’t pinch someone’s cheek, she 
was that good. 

One of the best parts of the show is Falzone’s ten minute 
stand-up routine, which reveals Faizone as a funny, provoca¬ 
tive, sharp comedian. ▼

ration and more about “...any 
aspect of sex that we find 
exceedingly important or crucial 
to our erotic response.” 

Exhibitionism for the Shy has 
lots of input from sex workers, 
who are logical resources for 
“real people” interested in 
showing off. Who better than 
someone who has learned to 
stand up in front of strangers, 
strip and have a good time at it 
to give advice to the shy but 
willing? 

The only failing I found with 
this book was that I would have 
enjoyed more interviews and 
examples from men. The way 
men create a sexual identity for 
themselves, no matter what their 
sexual orientation, sometimes 
feels different and mysterious, 
and some more light shed on 
their lives would have been use¬ 
ful and fascinating. 

Queen addresses all the diffi¬ 
culties and challenges that 
changing your erotic life can 
entail - from handling your own 
shyness to finding partners, 
from processes to discover your 
erotic styles and personas to 
making decisions about non¬ 
monogamy - with style and 
honesty. Even among sex educa¬ 
tors, often the idea of pleasure 
for pleasure’s sake is not taken 
seriously. 

Throughout Exhibitionism 
for the Shy, Queen holds forth 
the basic idea that everyone is 
both capable and deserving of a 
fabulous sex life. This is a fairly 
radical notion, particularly since 
so many sex educators approach 
safer sex with the idea that 
throwing condoms at any ques¬ 
tion will solve the problem. 
Queen, instead, takes us by the 
hand, shows us that we are able 
to have so much more, and gives 
us a road map for finding out 
how to be the sexiest we want to 
be. T

characters in Safe. 

Safe touches on many issues 
- the value of security in 
America, the idea of a victim 
mentality, the language of 
"recovery. ” 

One of the challenges I faced 
was not knowing how to play 
around with the issues of people 
who try to find a good side to 
illness - the people who say 
“AIDS is the best thing that 
happened to me. It really 
cleaned up my life.” It’s trou¬ 
bling at some level. For Safe's 
main character, Carol, the ill¬ 
ness is the thing that shakes her 
up, makes her see that she is 
unable to fit into a comfortable 
but oppressive suburban life, 
and how alone she is. The most 
hopeful part of the film for 
Carol is when everything is in 
chaos - she turns to Wrenwood 
(the New Age commune) to 
save her from isolation, but iso¬ 
lation is the truth. 


A mix, I think. There is a 
real wealth of material from 
that period that is little known 
in the U.S. It was a much big¬ 
ger commercial success in 
England, where there were 
really great musicians like 
Steve Harley, Cockney Rebel, 
Alvin Stardust, Gary Glitter 
and Suzy Quatro. 

There were a lot of questions 
about the sexuality of these 
people, a lot of gender-bending. 
This period is a real slap in the 
face to identity politics today, 
which seems very strictly 
defined - you’re either gay, 
straight, male or female. 
There’s been this hypermas¬ 
culinity in the gay community 
since the mid-’70s, when 
androgyny and bisexuality were 
split off and replaced by clones 
and machismo images. It hap¬ 
pened so quickly and has stayed 
with us ever since.

mock,” says Rudnick. “Twelve- 
step programs, evangelists, 
instant religions are fine if they 
give people comfort. But what I 
find appalling is this idea that 
people bring a disease on them¬ 
selves - whether it’s AIDS or 
cancer - that’s vicious and 
obscene. That’s something I 
wanted to call them on. I will 
never mock people’s need to 
make sense of their lives, but 
people can become addicted to 
the hunt for self-esteem. It 
becomes like a hobby or a 
fetish.” 

. As with the play, Jeffrey the 
film consists of a series of star 
turn cameos, one of the most 
memorable being Nathan Lane’s 
deliciously lecherous Catholic 
priest. Father Dan. Ironically, 
Lane had performed in the very 
first reading of Jeffrey in an off- 
off Broadway basement, but he 
was always too busy with better 
paying gigs to see the play 
through to its inevitable theatri¬ 
cal ^success. “There’s a real 
sense of completion there,” says 
Rudnick. “He was born to play a 
priest - Irish Catholic face"- you 


just want to put a collar on that 
guy. And it’s a tough part: It’s 
not just Irish Catholic bashing - 
you really have to like this guy, 
realize that he’s trying to find a 
genuine faith amidst all this 
absurdity.” 

When our interview turns to 
the writer himself, personal 
questions produce more snappy 
one-liners: “I’m just a guy with 
a short attention span and the 
need to be a moving target.” 
Born in Piscataway, New Jersey, 
and now a lifetime resident of 
Manhattan, Rudnick admits that 
his muse is fueled by the weird¬ 
est occurrences. “I had moved 
into an apartment where John 
Barrymore lived at the turn of 
the century - top floor of a 
brownstone - skylights and win¬ 
dow seats, a gothic retreat, sort 
of Hollywood Jacobean. As 
soon as I learned that Barrymore 
had lived there, I knew here’s 
my material.” 

Thus was born I Hate 
Hamlet, in which a TV actor is 
prodded by the ghost of 
Barrymore to play the Bard. 
Rudnick is a little nervous about 
the influence on his life of Ms 
new home, which was once a 
women’s prison.

hen you hear the 
words “Stroke! 
fcL . Stroke!” you may 
^ be thinking of a cer¬ 
tain pleasurable leisure activity. 
If one San Francisco man has his 
way, however, you’re likely to 
hear those words echoing at 
Amsterdam’s Gay Games V for a 
very different activity - rowing. 

SF resident Dr. Randall 
Mesler would like to see rowing 
introduced at Gay Games V in 
1998. To this end, he is trying to 
organize a statewide gay rowing 
club. He needs your help. 

“I already have about a 
dozen people interested here, 
and I’m working to organize 
groups in San Diego, Long 
Beach and Seattle,” he said in a 
recent interview. “And I’ve spo¬ 
ken with Lisa Lebreque from 
Team San Francisco to find out 
how we can get rowing into Gay 
Games V.” 

Mesler is a life-long rowing 
enthusiast, having spent his 
childhood in Europe, where he 
regularly attended such presti¬ 
gious rowing competitions as 
the Oxford-Cambridge Regatta. 


SWEET UPS 


Since moving to America in 
1965, he has participated on 
rowing teams in both Seattle 
and San Diego. When he moved 
to San Francisco in 1993, he 
was dumbfounded to learn that 
the City had no gay rowing 
clubs. 

“It really surprised me since 
there were gay sports organiza¬ 
tions for just about everything 
else,” said Mesler. “I was also 
disappointed to learn that row¬ 
ing had never been a part of the 
Gay Games. It’s a big event at 
the Olympics and in Europe, so 
this may be a good time to make 
it a part of the Games as well.” 
Mesler observed that since 
Amsterdam regularly holds 
rowing competitions, that city 
could easily put together a team 
for the ’98 Games. 

On the local front, Mesler is 
inviting anyone interested in 
being part of a rowing team to 
attend an organizational meet¬ 
ing at his residence on Saturday, 
August 26. 

“Rowing is an excellent 
exercise,” beamed Mesler. “It 
works on every muscle group, 
but with a surprising emphasis 
on the legs. You burn twice as 


many calories as you would jog¬ 
ging. And this is not a sport with 
a high injury rate, like other 
physical activities.” 

Mesler is especially interest¬ 
ed in getting women and older 
athletes involved. “Women 
adapt to the rigors of rowing 
faster than men,” he said. “In 
the 1984 Olympic Games, 
American women actually did 
better than the men. And age is 
not a barrier. There are people in 
their 80s still rowing, although 
not necessarily competitively.” 
As an example, Mesler men¬ 
tioned a women’s rowing club 
that works out on Oakland’s 
Lake Merritt whose participants 
are all over the age of 75. 

“The people I’ve talked to 
about this are eager to get start¬ 
ed,” said Mesler, “and I know I 
can hardly wait to get back out 
on the water.” 

All interested persons are 
urged to attend the organization¬ 
al meeting, even those with no 
previous rowing experience. For 
meeting times and directions, or 
for additional information about 
the club, contact Randall
